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EIS LETTER OF ACCEPTANCE 

EXPECTED SOON. 

THE PRESIDENT HAS NOT FAILED TO 
NOTE THE REPUBLICAN BLUNDERS 
—POLITICAL TALK IN THE SENATE. 

WasHINGTON, Sept. 4.—The President 

will soon give to the country his formal let- 
ter of acceptance of the St. Louis nomina- 
tion. The Republicans are very anxious to 
see it and the Democrats will take great 
pleasure in reading it. There has been some 
complaint in Republicag newspapers about 
the President’s delay in sending his formal 
acceptance. There has also been some de- 
lay on the Republican side about making 
up the issue. The Chicago platform de- 
clared for protectton and free whisky and 
against trusts. Mr. Blaine has since de- 
clared for “trusts.” Mr. Harrison has inti- 
mated that there ought to be a reduction of 
taxes. Mr. Sherman has declared against 
“trusts.” Mr. McKinley has insisted upon 
more protection, and the Republican Sen- 
ators have been announced as endeavoring 
to prepare a tariff bill. The President has 
not failed to observe that the Republicans 
in different parts of the country have, with- 
out much concert of action, been devoting 
themselves since their National Convention 
to repairing a platform that has been found 
to be full of faults and not adapted to pop- 
ular approval. On the other hand, he has 
found that the Democratic Party, that had 
been supposed to lack in harmony, has be- 
come solidified; that 1t is now more harmo- 
niously united on the leading issuethan ever 
before in any Presidential contest and that it 
is supporting the cause of tariff reform with 
zeal and intelligence, The President is not 
forgetful of the fact that in making tax re- 
duction the leading issue the party has 
waived the opportunity for wore tony. at- 
tention to the improvement that has been 
made in the management of the public serv- 
ice, although the Democrats could have 
“pointed with pride” to the progress that has 
been made inadministrative reform. To the 
President the issue is clearly made up be- 
tween the two parties. He does not regard 
it as probable that anything the Republi- 
cans may now do before the election will 
materially change the relations of the con- 
tending organizations. Without waiting 
for the utterances of the Senate or to discov- 
er by its Tariff bill whether it is to declare for 
the present taxes or higher taxes_he will 
give his letter of acceptance to the Notifica- 
tion committee. It wiil be along ina few 
days. aha 

Politics takes up nearly the whole atten- 
tion of the Senate just now, and both Re- 
publicans and Democrats leave no stone 
unturned to get the advantage of their po- 
litical opponents. During the regular po- 
litical talk at to-day’s session, Mr. Plumb 
had a good deal to say about the removal of 

District Attorney Benton of Missourl and 

his reinstatement through Mr. Vest’s influ- 

ence with the President. Mr. Plumb quoted 
with great relish criticisms upon the Presi- 
dent alleged to have been _made by Mr. 

Benton, and which Mr. Vest declared 

had been proved falso over and over 

again. r. est added that if 
such statements as those made by the Kan- 
sas Senator were to be accepted as true, he 
would like to know whai Republican 
Senator had written that he would “fry 
the fat” out of protected manvwfacturers for 
the benefit of the party. Calling attention 
to the fact that this utterance had been dis- 
claimed by both the Vermont Senators, Mr. 
, Vest turned toward Mr. Plumb and pointed- 
‘ly asked who the Senator was. The Kansas 
denator made no reply, and Mr. Vest said 
that when his question was answered he 
would have something to ay on that 
subject. Mr. Reagan and r. Blair 
also had a share in the talk. The Texas 
Senator had fault to tind with the course of 
the Administration on the silver question, 
but he resented promptly Mr. Blair’s invita- 
tion to become a recruit in the ranks of the 
“cranks” led by the New-Hampshire Sena- 
tor. Mr. Blair astonished the Senate by 
admitting that he was a “crank,” but he 
indignantly denied that he had ever tried 
to make water run up hill, or that he had 


tried to educate anybody so old as Mr. - 


Reagan. A : 
Even the debate on the Chinese Exclusion 


bill, which was taken up astheregular order 
for the day, was almost wholly political. 
Mr. Morgan preferred not to spea to-day, 
and his place was taken by Mr. Teller. The 
Colorado Senator devoted most of his two 
hours’ speech to attacks upon the Demo- 
cratic Party as always in favor of degrad- 
ing labor and to efforts to show that 
Republicans were entitled to all the 
credit for anti-Chinese legislation. 
Incidentally, Mr. Teller sneered at Mr. W. 
L. Scott, who introduced the Exciusion bill 
in the House, declaring that he was the last 
man in the world to speak for the laboring 
men. Mr. Teller did not cease his sneers at 
Mr. Scott until Mr. Ingalls reminded him 
that he was violating the rules of the Sen- 
ate in speaking as he did of a member of 
the other branch of Congress. As both par- 
ties are seeking to make political capital 
out of the pending bill it is liable to be dis- 
cussed for several days before it is put 
upon its final passage. 


The Retaliation bill was taken up in the 
House to-day, but it only .served as the 
text for a few speeches, action being de- 


ferred until members of the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee and others who feel that 
they have something to say on Canadian 
intercourse with the United States or the 
fisheries or the tariff have added to the 
balk of the Record. The speeches made 
to-day for the bill have not added one 
iota to the information supplied by the 
President’s message. The only one made 
against it advanced nothing to weaken 
the President’s position. r. McCreary, 
who opened the debate, after a tew 
words from Mr. Belmont, went over 
the whole ground of controversy, 
beginning. with the earliest treaty 
with Great Britain touching the relations 
of Canada and the United States, and end- 
ing with the treaty of 1888 just rejected. 
Mr. Hitt, asa sizons Republican, was bound 
to make the President’s message look un- 
necessary and feeble, but wiih all his par- 
tisanship he is as keenly aware of the em- 
barrassment brought upon his party by the 
Senate. as anybody can be, and he seemed 
oppressed by his inability to find a point to 
make against the President. Judge Chip- 
man of Michigan followed. Mr. Phelps is 
to be heard and so is Mr. Scott, who is said 
to be prepared to make things very lively 
for some of the gentlemen at the other end 
of the Capitol. The Retaliation bill may 
not be disposed of for two or three days, as 

a dozen members have intimated a de- 
sire to be recognized by the Speaker.. 


The Congressional ‘Library question took 
@ new turn in the House to-day. Mr. 
Smithmeyer, the architect of the new build- 


ing, has been the target of attack by mem- 

bers who were Fea at the’ reported ex- 

travagance of the Library Building Com- 

mission.

M., when the 
news was brought in, the Pluto began to 
get ready forsea. She started at 9, and at 
12 the same day she fell in with the George 
and Avenger in tow. Both vessels were dis- 
mantied, and the George was cut down 
alongside the wharf where she was discov- 
ered by the Dry Dock Company. 


Senator Cullom’s resolution of inquiry of- 
fered and adopted by the Senate to-day 
calling upon the Secretary of War for in- 


tormation as to whether the St. Clair Flats 
Canal lies in whole or part in Canadian 
territory is based upon unofficial but, as 
the Senator thinks, trustworthy informa- 
tion, which has come to him as Chairman 
of the committee to investigate our com- 
mercial relations with Canada. Though 
the resolution refers onl to the 
St. Clair Flats Canal, the Senator 
has information which leads to a 
grave suspicion that the Detroit River 
near Amherstburg and the Sault Ste. Marie 
Canal are also in part in Canadian territory, 
a fact, if it be a fact, which has an impor- 
tant incidental bearing upon the matter of 
retaliation. The following is an extract 
from a letter received from a prominent 
business man whose name Senator Cullom 
does not feel at liberty to publish, as the 
letter is a private one, tut whose business 
gives the writer a thorough familiarity with 
the subject in hand. 

“DEAR SIR: Noting the provisiens of the s0- 
called Retaliatory bill, now reported to the 
House of Representatives, and that the Presi- 
dentis to have authority to cause Canadiarg 
vessels to pay 20 cents per ton for navigating 
our canals at Lake St. Clair and the Soo, I 
wonder if it has been eonsidered that the im- 
proved channel by which all our lake commerce 
passes through the Detroit River, at and near 
Amherstburg, is Canadian water. We have 
spent hundreds of thousands of dollars to im- 
prove the British Channel, and neglected our 
own. Now comes the tug-of-retaliation, and 
Canada may sink this costly channel ful! of 
stone-laden barges and = all navigation of 
the Detroit River to vessels leaded deeper than 
nine or ten feat of water. Senator, there is no 
fool like the American feol.” 


The Secretary of the Treasury to-day 
directed the forfeiture of the contract with 
E. F. Goebel of Chicago for the construction 
of the Post Office building at Brooklyn, N. 
Y., and the forfeiture also of the $1,000 
which accompanied his bid. This action is 
based on the failure of the contractor to 
furnish security in the sum of $100,000 for 
the performance of the work. He 
was given until to-day to execute 
the bond, but instead of so _ doing, 
eopraphed from Mount Clements 
Mich., as tollows: ‘‘Am still_here, not able 
to move with rheumatism. Prospects fair 
for a jong siege. Therefore, cannot execute 
bond. Am very sorry.” Mr. Goebel’s bid 
for the work was $623,000, being about 30 
per cent. less than the next lowest ‘bidder. 
Secretary Fairchild said this afternoon that 
there were only two things left for him to 
do in the matter—either to readvertise for 
bids or to give the work to the next lowest 
bidder under the original advertisement. 
He had not yet decided which action to 
take, but would do 80 in a few days.

The second conference on the Army Ap- 
propriation bill has resulted in a disagree- 
ment.

A MILLION BUSHELS SOLD ALL AT

“Tll sell you a million December at 951, 
cents,”’ said Bloom. 

 T’ll take it,” said Magin quickly. The trans- 
action Involved nearly $1,000,000, and is one of 
the biggest individual operations on the record 
of the board.

“Till putup $250,000,” said Bloom, and he 
bustied over and spoke to “ Hutch” about it, 

“That’s something that don’t interest me,” 
said the old man. ‘The Secretary’s office is 
the place for that.” 

Bus Bloom wasn’t satisfied, and he rusked 
down stairs and presently returned bringing 
with him stocks and other securities to the 
amount, so he said, of $300,000. These did not 
appear to particularly concern Mr. Hutchinson, 
however, and their owner carried them back to 
his office. In the afternoon Bloom announced 
that both he and Hutchinson had pus up $250,- 
000. This was denied at “ Hutch’s” bank.

HILL'S HENCHMEN AT WORK. 


THE RUMSFLLERS MEET IN 
CONVENTION. 

BUT THEY ARE ENJOINED NOT TO TALK 
ABOUT ‘“‘OUR = FRIEND” THE GOV- 
ERNOR—THE MEETING. 

BuFrFaLo, Sept. 4.—One hundred and 
fifty men marched up Main-street this morning 
behind a German band, which, true te its mis- 
sion, awakened everybody along the line of 
march and within two long blocks of either side 
thereof. At their head was a silk banner bear- 
ing in gold letters the words: “ United Liquor 
Dealers’ Association of Brooklyn.” As they 
came in sight of the ‘Tiftt House, where 
many of their fellows were quartered, it oc- 
curred to them to form in two lines and 
0 past the hotel as it were in review. One col- 
umn took the gutter, the other the street car 
track. A vandal of a car driver dashed into the 
rear of the latter, and just as it had acquired 
dignity and momentum he whipped up his 
horses and fairly rammed the column. It melt- 
ed so suddenly and the spectacle of so many 
men with valises tumbling confusedly oyer one 
another was so grotesque as to convulse the 


spectators who had gathered in upper windows 
to watch the coming host. ‘Served them well 
enough for waking eyervbody up,” was the sen- 
timent heartily echeed along the window ledges. 

As these delegates from Brovklyn and New- 
York emerged from the New-York Central sta- 
tion they were confronted with a picture of 
“Our Friend.” It occupied a place in the win- 
dow of aliquor saloon and was weighted with 
this other motto: ‘‘For Governor—Vavid B. 
Hill.” Numberless pictures of the same kina 
are dispiayed in the liquor saloons all over the 
city. be mest disappointed man in Buffalo is 
John Glaasser, who was warned by the mana- 
gers of the Liquor Dealers’ Convention not to 
bring to the convention hall the’pieture of the 
Gevernor so elaborately decorated by him. 
“ We ali know who our friend is,” said Manager 
Miles Gibbons, B. T. Kearns, P. J. Fitzgerald, 
and Max Stern. ‘Let us do nething to offend 
the fanatics by bringing into too much promi- 
nence our relations toward him.” This studied 
attitude was generally observed by delegates. 

It was the: sixth annual convention of liquor 
dealers that was called to order at noon by 
President Kearns. It was attended by some- 
thing like 300 delegates, and the capacity of 
Turn Hall was hardly tested. Delegates who 
had come long distances began to discharge 
their duties some two. hours before they assem- 
bled in the main hall. They flocked into the 
barroom and absorbed vast quantities of 
hquids. They kept visiting the same place 
during the “deliberations” of the convention. 
They grew jovial and talkative. and they leaked 
their love for the Governor whenever they 
gathered in groups and no reporters were in 
sight. Buffalo politicians, all of whom, by the 
way, appear to bé slaves to the liquor power 
buzzed among the delegates at the door of the 
convention hall like so many flies around an 
abandoned beer keg. The delegates were not 
the brisk, keen-eyed, ambidextrous chaps who 
mix cocktails, make whisky sours, and manage 
financial affairs behind the bar. They were the 
employers of that class—thick-legged, thick- 
waisted, thick-necked, thick-lipped men, who 
possibly have risen from bartender to proprie- 
tor and ate now discouraging the process by 
introducing the automatic register. Every one 
of them wore a badge heavily fringed with 
bullion and telling the name of the city or vil- 
lage assvciation te which he belonged. They 
represented a body of retail dealers, so ex- 
Secretary Miles W. Gibbuns said, of not less 
than 19,000, and the number is rapidly grew- 
ing. ‘“We’re organizing for our own protec- 
tion,” explained Mr. Gibbons. “The brewers,” 
he added, “‘are only honorary members of the 
Wine, Liquor, and Beer Dealers’ Association of 
the State of New-York.”

Mr. Gibbong looked volumes but would not 
say a word. Neither would he contradict or 
attirm the statement that the magnificent sum 
of $250,000 would be raised by the fraternity to. 
nominate and re-elect the Governor. Messrs. 
Gibbons, Kearns, Fitzgerald, Stern, McCutcheon, 
and David A. Dishler, ex-mmember of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, were relied upon by 
Gov. Hill to impress upon the delegates the 
necessity of acting very discréstly in all refer- 
or renomination. . 
They performed the task in a manner. that enti- 
ties them te the thanks of the Gevernor and his 
immediate friends: They arrangea every detail 
80 a8 to convey to the outside world no specitic 
information regarding their zeal for his re-elec- 
tion. But they couldn’t wholly hide it any 
more than the ostrich can his tail feathers 
while burying his ears in the sand. 

bale of tracts, newspapers, and pamphiets 
was opened in the hall early in the day. ‘*Have 
some/ literature, gents.”

over the delegates. Instruoctive reading was 
contained therein. One of the organs of this 
association, the Saloon Journal, blew a bugle 
blast in these words:

He stirred his audience to 
applause when. he reminded them that for five 
years they had been battling for their rights as 

** merchants.” Other speakers took the hint and 
they too abandoned the homely phrase of 
*“siquor dealers’ for the more genteel term 
‘*merchants.” Mayor Philip Becker of this 
city received & warm welcome as he wag intro- 
duced.

LIABILITY OF A TELEGRAPH OOMPANY. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Sept. 4.—The Supreme 
Court to-day ruled that a telegraph company is 
liable for the fraud and misfeasance of an agent 
intrusted with the duty of transmitting mes- 
sages over its-line, in sending « false and fraud- 
ulent message prepared by himself to a party 
Who receives the same in the usual course ef 
business, and in good faith acts thereon to his 
damage. Tne:ceurt held that when the local 
agent of a telegraph company, who was also 
agent ef an express company at the same place, 
sent a forged dispatch to a merchant in a meigh- 
boring city, requesting him to forward money 
to nis correspondent at the former place, to use 
in buying. grain, andthe same -was duly re- 
ceived and the money in good faith forwarded 
by express in response to the telegram, but was 
intercepted and converted to his own use by the 
agent, the transmission of the forged dispatch 
was the proximate cause ef. the loss, and the 
corporation was liable, though an action might 
aleo have been maintained against the express 
"company. 





ALABAMA COTTON INJURED. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Sept. 4.—HeaVy rains 
have fallen throughout Alabama during the 
past 10 days, and reports imdicate that the 
agricultural interests nave sustained great 
damage. The cotton has been blown and beaten 
to the ground, and much loss has resulted from 
rotting 1m the fields, to say nething of the delay 
in picking, and in Middle and South Alabama 
it is estimated that the cotton crop is damaged 
10 per cent., and that Montgomery ues for 
the year will be cut off from 7,000 to 10,000 
bales. The streams are swelien, but no damage 
from everflow is anticipated. The rains con- 
tinue, with no prospect of cessation.

FIGHTING AGAINST ODDS 


THE DESPERATE STRUGGLE 
CONTINUES IN FLORIDA. 
THE CONDITION OF AFFAIRS AT THE 

REFUGEE CAMP REPORTED TO BE 
DREADFUL BEYOND DESCRIPTION. 
JACKSONVILLE, Sept. 4,—At the associa- 
tion meeting to-day $300 was reported as the 
contributions received. Mr. McMurray stated 
that he knew of several instances where it was 
nearly impossible to gecure the services of com- 
petent physicians, nurses, and druggists, and he 
offered the following resolution: 
Resolved, That itis the sense of this committee 
that it is time to avail themselves of responsible, ex- 
peda <r physicians, nurses, and druggists wno 


ave offered their services, inasmuch as we under- 
Stand there is difficulty in obtaining such help. 

Mr. Shumacher offered tne following: 

Resolved, That 1t ig the sense of this committee 
that the good health of the city is endangered by 
the presence of crowds of idle men on Bay and other 
streets, and the Board of Health ig requested, in con- 
junction with the city authorities, to take necessary 
action to remedy the matter. 


The following was received from Congress- 
man Charlies Dougherty : 


“Senator Call and myself telegraphed you this 
morning, avd so did Gen. Hamilton. The resolution 
did not reach me until 8 o’clock last night. Gen. 
Hamiiton says that he does not know of any place 
but Murphy, N.C., which has offered to receive 
refugees, and is going to Atlanta te see about the 
matter. He seys that when places urge to receive 
them ways and means will be provided to get them 
out, &c. I think that you will find that matters 
will be more satisfactory now. He says that he is 
advised that if people did et outside of 
Jacksonvillé the local Boards of Health 
around the country would stop them and 
that when they do leave it is absolutely neces. 
gary that they f° to some place where it will not 
spread. Of all this, however, you have probably 
been officially advised. He seems to think that 
while Atlanta is ostensibly open, that if the people 
were sent there by the carload to-day, 10 days before 
going further, that then that place, too, would begin 
to quarantine. That 18s ove thing he goes tosee 
about. You all have my sympathy, and while [ am 
much gy 1 hope it will be soon over. If I 
thought [ could do any good I would be with you, 
and if it is thought I can be of service let me know.” 

The following was Also read from the Florida 
Railway and Navigation Company: 

“Our company will transport passengers and their 
baggage (without fumigation) tu Nashville, ‘lenn., 
aud beyord in locked couches, well furnished with 
water and tee, provided 
through tickets and agree to romainip the coaches 
ag stated. Please give me 24 hours’ notice.”’ 

Offers were received from A. E. Saunders, 
William W. Enhill of the Presbyterian Hospital, 
New-Yerk City, and others to come bere and 
nurse. They may be accepted. Much was said 
regarding nurses—experienced ones—and many 
cases cited where there had been treubie in se- 
curing them in time. Dr. Stout spoke of the de- 
sirability of having proper nourishmentin the 
way of soups, gruels, &c., for the sick, which 
should alse ve leoked after. Judge Jones stated 
tbat the Relief Committee was furnishing proper 
food for needy persons, or at least such as had 
been suggested. The Relief Committee was 
asked to consider the matter of furnishing 
nourishment to patients whe can and cannot 
pay for 1t, Mr. McQuaid stated that he had 
received an answer to his telegram  ap- 
pointing a conference for to-day, and said 
the Executive Committee were trying to arrange 
transportation from Surgeon Hawmiltos. He 
also announced that he had appointed Chief of 
Bureau of Census, with proper help, to make a 
house-to-house inspection to aseertain the num- 
ber of persons here and their special wants, and 
whether they desired to leave the city if proper 
arrangements could be made forthem. Upon 
the request of the committee for a conference 
with Surgeon-Generai Hamilton he had agreed 
to have one to-day at Camp Perry, and Acting 
Mayor Gerow, P. McQuaid, J. M. Schumacher, 
P. E. McMurray, and Dr. Fairlee of the commis- 
sion, and -Dr. Neal Mitehell, President of the 
Board of Health, with others, left on a special 
train at 2:15 P. M. to-day to meet Surgeou-Geu- 
eral Hamilton and Cel. Haynes and others to 
arrange for transportation of refugees. It was 
hoped that seme permanent arrangement could 
be made about trains and quarantine, as the 
present trouble, fuss, and werry is less endur- 
able than the fever. 

The special train bringing them from Camp 
Perry arrived here at 8 P. M., and they repers 
that Hamilton was on a high horse and refused 
to do anything. He will consider, he said; but 
what excites the people here to-night is the 
reports of the scandalous and filthy state of the 
camp. The accommodations are all very poor 
and unhealthy. The tents all ‘leaking so much 
thut umbreHas have to be used tox*ecure any 
protection from the recent heavy rains. Sevéral 
people report having to sit up all night, as water 
tloeded the inside, coming through the teut like 
80 mueh cheese cloth. Besides this, the food 
is poor and the badly-coeked menu 
consists of bacon, grits, hominy, and 
river water dith bread of the poorest quality. 
At first the blacks and whites dined tegether at 
two long tables, all rushing in tumultuously at 
the sound of the beli—the strongest getting best 
Dositions and helping themselves indiscrim- 
inately, the negroes thrusting asiae women and 
children with the utmost insolence. At one 
tabie this has been stopped, but itis kept up at 
the others and occasions great trouble. As the 
negrves are in tae majority, they do about as 
they please. There and many other stories of 
this disgraceful state of affairs thero are freely 
circulated to-night and occasion wide comment. 

William Sedgwiek is quite ili to-day. Frank Sol- 
lee and W. and James Bours a ‘e fast recovering. 
Capt. J. H. Stephens is doin, well. All things 
are moving well at the Sand Hills Hospital, 
so Dr. Sollace Mitchell reports this evening. 
He has accomodatidns for celored males and 
white females, but mone to-day for white males. 
Dr. . R. Steut is up again. Capt. J. H. 
McGinnis was buried at 2 P. M. to-day from 
Undertaker Tyler’s office. His wife aud son did 
not come to the city to attend the funeral. A 
number of prominent citizens attended the 
funeral. Acting Mayer Archibald, having 
fought a good fight, left for a trip to Lilinois 
Sunday. Acting Mayor Gerow hoids the fort 
Smith is “recuperating” at 
Savannah. 

To-day’s big list proves that depopulation 
must be resorted to in erder to successtully kill 
the fever. Active efferta are being made, and 
it is heped that the Government will co-operate 
in this and help to send the wemen and children 
off any way. Until this is done much more sick- 
ness and suffering may be looked for.

MR. DILLINGHAM HaS ABOUT 27,000 
MAJORITY FOR GOVERNOR. 

BURLINGTON, Vt., Sept. 4.—The election 
in Vermont to-day for State officers and Con- 
gressmer as well as State Senators and Répre- 
sentatives was one of the warmest polit- 
ical contests ever known in the State. Re- 
ports from varieus ceurties show that an un- 
doubtedly large vote was cast, and large 
Republican gains are annourced, indicating 
a majority for Dillingham of 26,000 to 28,000, 
against 22,702 majority for Pingree for Govern- 
erin1884, and 19,200 majority for Ormsbee 
for Governor in 1886. The Prohitionists made 
a tborough canvass of the State, sending many 
of their prominent speakers here, but the indica- 
tions are that they have made no material 
gaius, having barely held their own in some 
towns, while they have fallen off in others. 
This is undoubtedly owing to the fact that the 
Hon. W. P. Dillingham, the Republican candi- 
date for Governor, is a strong temperance man. 
The Republican gains are very strongly 
marked im all the 14 counties in. the 
State. The 16 towns in this county 
(Chittenden) give Dillingham 4,444; Shurtleff, 
(Dem.,) 2,365; Seely. (Prob.,) 94. The vote of 
the county in 1884 was: Pingree, (Rep.,) 3,850; 
Redington, (Dem.,) 2,274; scattering, 61, 
showing 8 net Republican gain of 452. 
Fifteen towns in Orange County give Dil- 
lingham, (Rep.,) 3,200; Shurtleff,  (Dem.,) 
1,500; Seelv, (Proh.,) 43. In 1884 the vote 
in these towns was 2,600 Republicans 1,720 
Democratic, aud 113 Pronibition, showing a Re- 
publican gain of 880 and a Prohibition loss of 


.70. ‘Twelve towns in Addison County give Dil- 


lingham, 2,893; Shurtleff, 498; Seely, 118. The 
Same towns in 1884 gave Republican, 2,631; 
Democratie, 405; scattering, 20. Eighteen 
towns in Windham County give Dillingham, 
3.826; Shurtieff, 1,416; Seely, 111. The 
Same towns in 1884 gave Pingree, (Rep.) 
3.225; Redington, (Dem.,) 1,529; Prohibition, 
92, a pet Republican gain of 713. Seven towns 
in Bennington County give Dillingbam 1,631, 
Shurtleff, 1,001, Seely 50, showing a Repub- 
licam majority of 919, as against 64 1n the same 
towns in 1884. 

The Republican majority in Franklin County 
is 1,400 on the State Senatorial ticket over the 
boltiag Republicans and Democrats Fusion 
ticket. The Republicans gain one Senator 
which makes the State Senate solidly 
Republican, there having been only one 
Democrat in the last Senate. Large 
gains have also been made in the House, 
which in 1886 stood 213 Republicans and 
26 Democrats, and 6 Independents. Seven 
towns in Windsor County give Dillingham 2,130, 
Shurtletf, 415, Seely, 21. The same towns, 1884, 
gave Republican, 1,806, Democratic, 1,806, Pro- 
hibition 22. 

A great fight was made in Burlington over 
city representative. In 1884 the Democrats 
elected Judge Haseltine representative by 46 
majority. To-day the Republicans elected the 
Hon. Henry Ballard over Prof. T. C. O’Sullivan, 
Professor in 8% Joseph’s Catholic College, 
for representative by a majority of 195. 
The Knights of Labor and Democrats elected a 
representative in Rutland in 1886. To-day the 
mujority for E. H. Field (Rep.) is 345. Con- 
greasmen J. W. Stewart of the First District 
and Congressman W. W. Grout of the Second 
District are re-elected by increased majorities. 

Chairman Page of the Republican State Com- 
mittee is in this city to-night receiving returns, 
and bases his estimates on reports from 75 out 
of 242 towns, as fellows: Total vote for Dil- 
lingham, 24,419; all opposition, 9,897; Repub- 
lican majority, 14,522, Thisis a gain over1884 
of 3,450 in these towns, or 30 percent. This 
same ratio the State over would give a majority 
of about 27,000.

WITH FLAGS ‘RAILING. 


A FUNERAL MARCH UNDER A REPUB- 
LICAN BANNER. 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 4.—There was a sensa- 
tional feature in the labor parade here yester- 
day, whieh hasa political significance. At 5 
o’clock yesterday afternoon three assemblies of 
Knights of Laber, numbering in all 250 men, 
were marching down Elm-street and came in 


sight of the headquarters of the Tenth Ward 
Harrison and Merton Club, wherea banner with 
portraite of the Republican candidates was 
stretched across the street. As they drew near 
it the men stopped and some of them refused to 
pass under the banner. The commander of the 
division, Capt. U. C. Roure, an old eavalry sol- 
dier, said it weuld be cowardly to runaway from 
the banner and they eould show their disappro- 
bation in seme other way. Finally the band 
was instructed to play a funeral dirge, the cem- 
mand given to lower flags, and to the music of 
a dirge, with the Star Spangled Banner trailing

CANADA AND RETALIATION 


THE DOMINION MINISTRY IS 
UNDECIDED. 
A NOTE FROM THE IMPERIAL GOVERN- 
MENT ADVISING A WAITING POLICY 
ON THE PART OF CANADA. 

Ottawa, Ontario, Sept. 4.—The Ministers 
of the Crown are as mute as oysters and posi- 
tively refuse te speak of what occurred at the 
Cabinet Council. From another source, in the 
confidence of the Government, it is learned 
that a hot and fierce discussion took place on 
the attitude which Canada should assume on 
the retaliation question. Sir John Macdonald 
takes the ground that Canada cannot now re- 
cede from the position taken on the Fishery” 
Commission, and that by holding a tight grip 
now matters will ,settle themselves amicably” 
after the Presidential election. Sir John stated 
that should Cleveland issue a retaliation procla- 
mation it would give the imperial unity idea 
30 years growth and would weld together the 
different natienalities in Canada, with the sin- 
gie exception of the Irish. 

The Hon. Juhn Costigan held to the idea that 
if Canada conceded the three-mile headland 
privilege elaimea by American fishermen and- 
the right of free transhipment for all catches, all 
ditliculties would be overcome, and counseled 
that overtures ve made to the American Gov- 
ernment to that effect. He illustrated the posi- 
tion of Canada going into a trade war with the 


* United States, which he said would be like that 


of aman knocking down a stone wall with a 
boiled carrot. The country could not stand 
the expense of the experiment. 

From information obtained from inside 
sources it is learned that a note from the im- 


* perial Government, bearing on retaliation, was 


read and laid over pending events. The im- 
perial Government, it appears, advised a wait- 
ing policy on the part of the Canadians. It ia 
suggested that no action should be taken which 
would provoke hostilities or cause bad feeling, 
but at the same time Canada is not to make any 
concessions further than those made iu the 
Chamberlain treaty. In other words, Canada 
was told plainly to keep quiet and bice events, 
butif the States sheuld take any action having 
an aggressive or warlike tone, that she was not 
in any condition te back down or compromise 
her dignity, being assured that the mother 
country would see to the fighing arrangements. 
The tone of the note, while cenviliatory, wat 
thoroughly firm. 

The St. Clair Flat Canal question received a 
careful consideration at the hands of the Cab- 
inet. It was theught that if the Dominion laid 
Claim to that part ef the canal which 1s clearlj 
in Canadian territory it might have the effect of 
bringing the President to his senses. A claim 
of this Kind would mean a great deal to the 
States and might cause them to hesitate before 
putting the proposed retaliation into effect. If 
retaliation is enforced there is no doubt but 
that this claim will be made. What the result 
would be is diffieult to say. Thatitis partly on 
Canadian soil there can be no doubt, but that 
the States would be willing to allow the elaim 
is not 80 certain, That hostilities might ensue 
is possible. It is the general opinion, though, 
that if the Government once made the claim as 
a@ result of an effected retaliation it would see 
the matter to the end. 

* Transhipment in bond” was a hard nut for 
the Cabinet to crack, but they decided not to 
make any concessions for the purpose of having 
thisembargo removed, hoping that the pro- 
posed measure inreply may be only a “ bluff,” or 
oly an election maneuvre. No action was taken 
in the matter of canal tells. It is believed that 
some interesting announcements on the retalia- 
tion question will shortly be made. The Min- 
isters refuse to speak, and the Government

The Superintendent of Police was instructed to 
issue a peremptory order to the force to hereafter 
pull down the flag of Anarchy on sight. Officers and 
members of trades unions which took part in yester- 
day’s labor day parade are earnestly disclaiming 
both in pubic print and private conversation any 
knowledge that the obnoxious banner was in the 
procession until the garden was reached. The half 
dozen Anarchists arrested during the riot were ar- 
raigned in the Police Court this forenoon on acharge 
of disturvance, but their trials were postponed ang 
they were released on bail. The association to which 
they belong is called the Arbeiter Bund, and its 
members are mostly Germans aud Swiss who lately 
came to this country, and who know little or noth- 
ing of the English language or American principles 
orcustoms. But they are rank Auarchists, and itis 
feared that they will attempt to avenge their rough 
treatment of yesterday.

The reaction came yesterday. The Fu-

FARMINGTON, Me., Sept. 4.—The Hon. 
James G. Blaine addressed an audience of 4,000 
people here to-day, speaking principally upon 
the tariff. He enlarged upon the benefits to be 
derived from a protective tariff, and especially 
dwelt upon the prosperity of Franklin County 
under protection. Alluding to the prohibition 
question, he said: 


* Maine for the last 37 years has been under a pro- 
hibitory law. I think the State has derived great 
aivantage fromit. I think the State is far richer 
and tar better, and that Franklin County is far 
Ticher and better. But we havea party now com- 
ing’ in and telling us in effect that Maine 
had better not pay any attention to prohibition 
until we can organize a national purty, and we can 
suspend temperance in Maine practically till we 
convert Texas and Alabama. That is precisely 
what this National Prohibition Party means, for 
those who talk frankly avow that they in- 
tend to defeat the Republican Party and 
bring the Democratic Party into power as a tem. 
verance movement. [Laughter. ] ving to take the 
Democratic Party in Maine to promote temperance! 
(Laughter.) And this Prohibition Party, outside of 
prohibition, is entering into partnership with the 
Vemocratic Party to defeat the Republicans—if that 
were possible—in Maine, to eloct that saintly 
embodiment of prehibition and temperance, David 
B, Hill, Governor of New-York, and all ‘over the 
country to stab the Republican Party in the back 
and in the dark, in order, they say, that the 
Democratic Party shall be brought into power; 
and then there will be a reaction against the 
Democrate, and by some political process, ef which 
the working is net yet apparent, the National Pro. 
hibitionists wlll come into power. Fellow-citizens, 
the pereriease of Maine have worked manv years 
in aid of temperance retorm, and will not turn back 
trom the good cause,\ But the immediate work this 
year is to defend the system of protection and in- 
sure good wages to the American laborer,”

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RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


_ OS : 
INTERESTING STATISTICS. 

Each succeeding year adds a new value 
to Poor’s Manual of the Railroads of the United 
States.. Its independence and reliability being 
established and having no competitor, it has 
become the railway text-book of the country. 
Advance sheets of the volume for 1888 were 
issued yesterday, showing that at the beginning 
of this year there were 149,912 miles of track 
laid in the United States, an increase of 13,080 
miles during 1887. Extended tables are given 
showing in minutest detail the financial as well 
as the physical affairs of the railroad companies. 
It is shown that in the aggregate American 
rallways have $4,191,562,029 of capital stock, 
while their funded debt is $4,186,943,116, and 
their unfunded debt is $294,682,071, with “ cur- 
rent” debts of $223,243,998, making a total of 
$8,896,431,214 invested in the American rail- 
way system. The assets of the roads are quoted 
as follows: Cost road and equipment, $7,799,- 
471,835; real estate, stock, bonds, &o., $984,- 
975,945; cash and accounts eurrent, $415,506.- 
735, making a total ef $9,199,954,515, which 
shows an excess of $303,523,300 in assets over 
liabilities. 

The Manual puts the gross earnings of the 
roads during last year at $931,385,154 and oper- 
ating expenses at $600,249,478, showing net 
earnings of $331,135,676, which were swelled 
by *‘ather income” to $414,300,031. The yearly 
iuterest on bonds was $195,418,710, diviaends 
were $90,013,458, while “other payments” of 
$89,801,380 swelled the charges to $375,.233,- 
548, leaving surplus earnings of $39,066,483, 

The average stock debt per mile of said road 
in the country is figured at $28,321 against 
$29,935 in 1886; bonded debt $28,290 against 

29,062; gross earnings per mile $6,861 against 
$6,570; interest on bonds 4.71 per cent. againat 
4.75 per cent.; average dividend 2.18 per cent. 
against 2.04 per cent.; average interest and 
dividends 3.4 per cent. against 3.26 per cept. 
Interest was paid on $3,460,702.252 bonds, 
amounting te $175,594,990. No interest was 
paid on $422,700,078 bonds. Productive bonds 
were 89.12 per cent. of all. Average interest 
was 5.08 per eent. Tt is shown that 
$2,325,694,754 of the capital steck of the roads 
had not dividend payments made upon it, the 
non-productive stock of the country being over 
58 percent. The average dividend paid was at 
the rate of 4.78 per cent. 

In the work of operating the railroad lines of 
the country in 1887 there were run 643,978,896 
train miles against 569,772,990 train miles in 
1886; there were carried 428,225,513 passen- 
gers, each of whom traveled an average dis- 
tance of 24.68 miles, paying fer such service an 
average fare of 2.276 cents per mile, which ag- 
gregated $240,542,876. here were moved 
552,074,752 tens of freight, which were hauled 
@ total distance of 60,061,069,996 miles, the 
average haul per ton being 108.79 miles, and 
the average charge for earrying one ton one 
mile being 1.063 cents. The aggregate 
amount received from freight was $636,666,223, 
which equaled 68.38 per cent. of the gross 
earnings. Passenger earnings were 25.82 per 
cent. of the total, and earnings from miscel- 
laneous sources contributed the remaining 5.80 
per cent. The amount paid for interest on 
bonds during the year averaged per mile a 
trifle less than in 1886, but this is due to the 
large amount of new securities issued during 
the year on which only a portion of interest 
accrued and was paid. The renewal of alvi- 
dend payments is becoming noticeable the 
past year, showing an increase of 7 per cent. in 
total amount paid,

BURLINGTON CUTS RATES. 

St. Pau, Sept. 4.—In fulfillment of a 
prophecy made a week or more ago the slash- 
ing of Grand Army of the Republic encamp- 
ment rates has begun, having been inaugurated 
by the Burlington. General Passenger Agent 
Kenyon announced that his read would make a 
round-trip rate of $12 te Columbus, with tick- 
ets on sale Sept. 7, 8, and 9. In extenuation he 
said that the rate agreed upon, one fare for the 
round trip, had been broken by the Milwaukee 
and reduced to $14 25. That road having 
established a precedent he did not feel himself 


bound to refrain from making any effort te com- 
pete for the Grand Army of the Republic busi- 
ness. Col. Wilkinson of the Burlington passen- 
ger department, supplemented this with the 
statement that his road was enly taking 
the initiative and that there would be 
a still further cut. But in other offices, how- 
ever, there was not that same buoyancy of 
feeling relative te the drop. The expressed 
opinion was that the Burlington haa made a 
mistake, and the action was freely criticised, 
“Tam sorry for it,” said a Kansas City ofticial. 
“The Burlington has been most unwise, and 
this action will affect its future revenue. It 
will also jeopardize the agreement +? the Weat- 
ern States Passenger Associations which comes 
before a meeting of General Managers in Chi- 
cago to-morrow. There was a chance that the 
agreement would be adopted and the various 
lines harmonize on rates, but this new move 
will have the effect of engendering dissension 
and bad bleed, and I would not be surprised if 
the agreement were rejected. Itis very un- 
fortunate and will be regretted. I am, not pre- 
pared to state what this Jine will do.” 

“We were in the field for business,” said J, 8. 
McCullough of the Omaha, “but now that the 
Burlington has made a eut, wearenot. We 
shall not meet them.” 

“The Burlington will not gain anything by 
it,” said a Wisconsin Central official. ‘‘ Every- 
body knows that Dixon of the Milwaukee Road 
has secured the lion’s share and is in a position 
where no one can interfere with him, unless it is 
to make him carry the veterans for nothing.” 

Mr. Dixen says: “The Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul has pledged itself to the Grand 
Army of the Republic to carry its delegates at 
whatever rates are madé by our competitors, 
we having therefore secured the bulk of the 
traffic, and they cannot hurt us unless they force 
usin aspirit of malice to carry people at low 
rates. We shall bring 400 tickets from the 
coast all sold on tramscontinental rates, and 
this cut cannot hurt our division. The Milwau- 
kee is in the field and prepared to stay.” 


IT MEANS DEMORALIZATION. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Sept. 4.—It 1s expected 
that there will now be a lively fight among the 
Chicago roads for the freight between St, Paul 
and Chicago. Some weeks ago the Burlington 
and Northern made 4 cut, and it was said that 
they would be left to enjoy the distinction of 
being the only road to carry freight at the rates 
named, The other roads stood out very bravely, 
but finally, after a few weeks, the St. Paul and 
Kansas City and the Wisconsin Central con- 
cluded to reduee the rates to meet those of the 
Burlington and Northern. The Milwaukee 
and Bt. Paul and the Northwestern 
lines allowed their rivals te take all 
the freight. Finally last week this kind of 
business seemed to disagree with the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, and that road gave no- 
ties that Monday, Sept. 3, it would meet the cut 
rate. Yesterday the Northwestern line also 
gave netice thatit would jein the erowd and 
carry as cheapas the rest. All railroad men 
look for a grand scramble now for freight and a 
complete demoralization. The trouble is ex- 
pected te commence with secret cutting 
through a system of rebates and that soon after 
it will break. out into open bidding tor low 
freights. The fact that the Chicago rates also 
apply trom. Milwaukee tightens the traffic to- 
night. “It means demoralization and nething 
less,” said Commission Agent Barry of the Wis- 
consin Central, ‘‘not only that, but it also means 
the suspension of improvements and a decrease 
in salaries and revenues.”

A BILL 10 SUPPRESS TRUSTS. 


SENATOR CULLOM EVIDENTLY DOES 
NOT AGREE WITH MR. BLAINE. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—A bill to suppress 
trusts, introduced by Senator Cullom to-day, 
proposes the seizure and forfeiture of all shares 
of stock and all property used in furtheranee of 
the purposes of a trust. Another new feature is 
the provision of the last section, that in any 
action at law or suit in equity in the United 
States courts, the fact that any person interest- 
ed in the prosecution of the case is a member or 
agent ofatrust,or that the cause of action 
xTows out of some transaction of a trust, may 
be pleaded in bar orin abatement. The follow- 
ing is a synopsis of the bill: 

By the first section all arrangements, con- 
tracts, agreements, trusts, or combinations be- 


tween persons or corporations, made with a 
view or which tend to vrevent full and free 
competition in the production, manufacture, or 
sale of any article of domestic growth, produc- 
tion, or manufacture, or in the importation of 
any article produced or manufactured in a 
toreign country, or in the sale of any article im- 
ported into the United States, or which tend to 
advance the cost to the consumer of any such 
articles, or which tend to create any restriction 
upon inter-State trade, or any importation or 
exportation, or which tend to limit or reduce 
the production, manufacture, or sale, or to in- 
crease or reduce the price of any article of 
growth, production, or manufacture that enters 
into trade between the States and Territories, or 
which tend to create a monopoly, are declared 
to be unlawful combinations, and to be against 
pubiic policy, unlawful and void. 

The second section provides that any person 
entering into any such combination on his own 
account, or as agent for another,or as an officer, 
agent or stoekholder of any corporation, or as @ 
Trustee or committee, or in any capacity what- 
ever, sball be guilty of a high misdeineanor and 
be subjeet to a tine of from $1,000 to $10,000, 
or imprisonment from one to five years, or both, 
in the discretion of the court. } 

Section 3 provides that all shares of stock 
and all real and personal property belonging to 
any such uplawful confbination, or to any of the 
parties thereto, which may be placed in trust 
or used in furtherance of the purposes of _— 
such unlawful combination, together with all 
articles of property kxrown, produced, man- 
ufaetured, imported, held or kept for sale, to ad- 
vance the purposes thereof, shall bo forfeited 
to the United States and liable to seizure. 

Section 4 makes it the duty of custems officers 
to seize and secure shares of stock and real and 
persoual property made liable to seizure by the 
bill, and provides that the same proceedings 
shall be had for the seizure, condemnatien, and 
sale thereof as in cases of seizure of property 
under the revenue laws, . 

Section 5 provides that out of the proceeds of 
such sales there shail be ys. first, all costs of 
seizure, condemnation, and sale; second, claims 
of the United States for duties or taxes; third, 
liens for State taxes and assessments; fourth, 
unpaid judgments against parties convicted as 
parties te such unlawful combinations; fifth, 
claims proved in favor of persons injured by 
means of such unlawful combinatiens. Of the 
balance one-half is to be paid inte the United 
States Treasury and the other half distributed 
to the persons interested. 

Section 6 authorizes any person or corporation 
injured or damnitied by such unlawful combina- 
tion to sue for and recover doubie the amount 
of damages suftered. Any one of the parties to 
such combination may be made defendant in 
such suit. 

Section 7 prevides that the purchase of mer- 
ehandise or commedities in any foreign coun- 
try for sale in this sountry or in any State or 
Territory by any such unlawful combination or 
its agent shall constitute a violation of the act 
and subjeet the effender to the penalties pre- 
ascribed. 

Section 8 provides that whem any action at 
law or suit in equity shall be commenced in any 
United States court, it shall be lawful in de- 
fense thereof to B aggro in bar or in abatement 
that the plaintiff, complainant, or any other 
person interested in the prosecution of the case, 
18 &@ member er agent of such a combination as 
the bill declares unlawful, or that the eause of 
action grows out of such combination or out of 
seme business or transaction thereof.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, fair weather, stationary 
temperature. 
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The greatest living statesman, the un- 
crowned King of the Republican Party, 
the matchless defender of its principles, its 
one great leader, with whatever other titles 
and additions may belong or appertain to 
him, must be filled with disgust and indig- 
nation when he learns of the contumacy of 
Senator CULLOM in making the question of 
trusts most emphatically a matter of na- 
tional legislation. The bill introduced in 
the Senate yesterday by Mr. CULLOM goes to 
the extreme of assumption of Federal au- 
thority in dealing with all manner of com- 
binations to interfere with competition. 
Nominally it is based on the authority of 
Congress to regulate inter-State commerce, 
but it stretches that authority far beyond 
anything ever before proposed or thought 
of. It is safe to say that the in- 
troduction of the bill is sheer bun- 
combe, for it. proposes impracticable things 
and contains provisions that could never 
be enforced. If any real effort were made 
to pass it, it would probably split the Re- 
publican Party wide open, but it is evident- 
ly intended only as a tremendous threat and 
to offset the assumption that the Republican 
Party is a defender of trusts. Or is it possi- 
bly only an intimation to BLAINE to shat 
up on the subject ? 








We congratulate the Republican Party. 
A speaker—a man by the name of Haynes 
—has been Yound in New-Hampshire who 
has the courage to defend the Republican 
free-whisky platform. It is true that this 
was done before the State Convention, a 
body of confirmed and safe partisans, but 
even to such an audience Mr. Haynus’s apol- 
ogy forthe platform was plucky. Hereis what 
he said: “The Republicans of New-Hamp- 
shire believe in protection, and will not 
evade the issne, declaring that, as between 
the protection system and internal revenue, 
if one must go it shall be the latter, and if,” 
added Mr. Haynes, in parody of PaTRick 
Henry, “that be free whisky, make the 
most of it.” Mr, Haynes need not have 
given the invitation, Sensible Republicans 
all over the country know that this “is free 
whisky,” and by election day they will 
have made '‘the most of it,” 

AAT ETRE, 

The local tax rate was yesterday fixed at 

$2 22 per $100. This gives a» opportunity 


to estimate comparatively just how near 


“free” trade the Democrats proposed to ga 
when they definitely made a proposition .to 
abate war taxes. The rate of the * unfelt” 
Federal tax is about $47 per $100 on im- 
portations and something less than this on 
protected goods made at home. The Mills 
bill proposed to make it about $42. That 
is nearly twenty times our city tax rate 
on real estate at the assessed valuation, 
which is one-third less than the real 
value. If owners of city real estate were 
asked to pay its value, and more, too, in 
taxea every three years they would surren- 
der the property atonce, On the other hand, 
suppose every struggling head of a family 
whose needs compel him to use imported or 
“protected” goods—such as common win- 
dow glass or woolen clothing or medicines 
or lumber—were to be presented at the 
Custom House with a bonus of $47 on 
every $100 worth bought. The tax may be 
“unfelt,” but the “bonus” we are sure 
would be appreciated. But instead of giv- 
ing a bonus the tariff takes $47 out of $100 
spent, and the proposition to lessen this tax 
tate by $5, to about twenty times our 
local tax rate, is, heaven save the mark, 
balled “free” trade, This game is sport to 
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the Trust and tariff ringsters, but it is 
death to the wage earners. And it ia in 
their name that the wicked farce is kept up. 





The peculiar features of the approaching 
marriage between the-Duke of Aosta, 
brother of King HUMBERT, and Princess 


Marix LETITIA, daughter of Prince JEROME - 


NAPOLEON, seem to multiply. It was not 
enough that the Princess was to wed her 
uncle and thus become sister-in-law to her 
own mother, but now the London dis- 
patches say that her father is going to im- 
prove the occasion for forcing her brother to 
renounce his claims tothe throne otf France. 
Unless Prince Victor formally gives up his 
imperial pretensions Prince JEROME will 
not allow him to be invited to his sister’s 
wedding. A little while agoit was doubted 
whether the ex-Empress EUGENIE would 
go unless her right of precedence over 
some of the bride’s family was acknowl- 
edged. These BONAPARTES make them- 
selyes no end of trouble about their impe- 
rial rights and prospects, just as HENRY 
V. was tonstantly watchful that none of 
his. prerogatives as Bourbon sovereign de 
jure were trenched upon. Yet the prospects 
of the restoration of that house to power in 
France under which the terrible loss of Al- 
sace-Lorraine and her military humiliation 
occurred would appear not to be brilliaht 
enongh to justify a family row about them. 





A Mr, WESTBROOK, the owner of a mine 
at Keeneville, in this State, has undértaken 
to cut down the wages of his workmen by 
30 per cent. He says that this reduction is 
made in consequence of the passage of the 
Mills bi}l, and that if CLEVELAND is elected 
his mine will be closed, To appreciate the 
moral quality of this statement and of its 
author it is necessary only to bear in mind 
(1) that the Mills bill has not ‘‘ passed” in 
the sense of becoming a Jaw,and cannot 
become a law this year or next; (2) that it 
makes no cbange whatever in the duty on 
Mr. WESTBROOK’S produet, and (3) that the 
iron industry is at present in an exception- 
ally prosperous condition. It is thus evi- 
dent that it would be necessary te employ 
the vocabulary of the late Horace GREE- 
LEY adequately to characterige Mr. WustT- 
BROOK and Mr, WESTBROOK’sS statement. 
What he is trying to dois at once to filch 
some of his workmen’s wages from them 
and to intimidate them into voting his 
ticket, and to do both under flagrantly false 
pretenses, Such a man as richly deserves 
punishment as any other confidence oper- 
ator; andit is to be hoped he will receive it 
in the contempt of his neighbors and of the 
workingmen, a part of whose earnings he is 
trying to divert into his own pocket, while 
professing to be the champion of American 
labor, 
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Great disasters often carry this consola- 
tion, that they are occasions of showing 
examples of heroism that but for them 
would not be exhibited, and that are of so 
much benefit and value to the human race 
as to offset the injury entailed by the disas- 
asters, Thedeath of Dr, BALDWIN at Jack- 
sonville is the death of a martyr to duty. 
Asa physician he had early knowledge of 
the coming of the pestilence, and he might 
easily have secured his own safety by leav- 
ing the threatened city. He remained sim- 
ply because the practice of medicine was 
his business, and he would not abandon his 
business when to continue it meant the 
danger of a terrible death, The death he 
deliberately faced has come, and if it is ter- 
rible it is also glorious. The annals of 
every epidemic show examples of unpre- 
tending heroism like this on the part of 
quiet professional men, and these examples 
are precious to all mankind. 

THE RETALIATION DEBATE. 

The debate on the Retaliation bill was 
opened in the House yesterday by Mr. Mc- 
CrREARY, Chairman of the Sub-Committee 
of the Foreign Affairs Committee, who had 
taken the matter in charge in the absence 
of Mr. BretMont, the Chairman of the 
whole committee. We cannot but think 
that Mr. BELMONT would have shown some- 
what more discretion in the treatment of 
the subject of the bill, and would have kept 
it free from certain political complications 
to which it is at best most unfortunately 
exposed. In gratuitously coupling the re- 
taliation message of the President with his 
message upon the reform of the tariff—with 
which it has no more logical connection than 
with last year’s Thanksgiving proclamation 
—Mr. McCrEaRY gave to his opponents an 
oppertunity for retort that was promptly 
and effectively used by Mr. Hirt. Indeed, 
it is to be remarked thatin this opening 
skirmish Mr, MCCREARY was by no means 
equal to Mr. Hitt, who has a much greater 
familiarity with the matter of which he 
spoke and the skill to make a very olever 
use of the knowledge that hehas, But if 
Mr. HITT was ingenious enough to throw 
the responsibility for the political com- 
plexion of the debate upon the Administra- 
tion speakers, and to appear to deprecate 
it, he was not less partisan in the effect and 
purpose of his remarks, 

It is to be noticed, however, that Mr. 
Hirt, who, we suppose, must _be regarded 
as the representative of the Republicans on 
this question, did not definitely formulate 
opposition to the bill. He commented on 
and criticised it, but he neither indicated, 
according to the press reports, an intention 
to vote against itoreven an intention to 
propose any radical amendment toit. His 
chief argument was that the President al- 
ready possessed ample authority for ade- 
quate retaliation, This may or may not be 
true. If it be true, itis not necessarily a 
sufficient reason for refusing to pass the 
bill, since at the worst that would 
only be a repetition by Congress of pre- 
vious action, and since such repetition, on 
the recommendation of the President after 
the rejection of the treaty, would lend a 
eertain emphasis ard even energy to the 
position of the Government in the eyes of 
Great Britain. But we do not think that 
it is true that the President bas the same 
powers under the act of 1887, or the equiv- 
alent of them, that he would have under 








the pending bill, and Mr. Hurr prac- 
tically admitted as much in his 
criticism of the consequences of the 


suspension of the right of transpor- 
tation in bond. The suspension of this 
right is, indeed, one of the two substantive 


‘all of them the chief item of cost is materi- 








provisions of the bill, the other being that 
relating to the imposition of countervailing 
tolison Canadian goods passing through 
American canals. if the Repnblicans in- 
tend to oppose the bill, they cannot do so 
on the ground that it confers no new powers, 
for that, position is so completely untenable 
that their leader in the debate surrendered 
it, perhaps unconsciously, in advance. 

Nor do we imagine that opposition to the 
bill can safely be based on the ground that 
Article XXIX. of the treaty of 1871, giv- 
ing the right of transportation in bond, re- 
mains indefinitely in force. Itis true that 
the exact condition of that article is open 
to dispute. It unquestionably and in terms 
was to femain in force “for the term of 
years mentioned in Article XX XIII,” but as 
to what that term was intended to be there 
is room for doubt. The Jatter ar- 
ticle declares that “Articles XVIII. 
to XXV.,, inclusive, and Article 
XXX. of this treaty,” shall take 
effect after certaém conditions are fulfilled, 
and adds that ‘the said articles shall re- 
main in force for the period of ten years 
from the date at which they may come into 
operation; and further, until the expira- 
tion of two years after either of the high 
contracting parties shall have given notice 
to the other of its wish to terminate the 
same, each of the high contracting parties 
being at liberty to give such notice to the 
other at the end ot said period of ten years 
or at any time afterward.” It is not clear 
from this that the ‘term of years” for which 
Article XXIX. is to remain in force is ten 
years, or until after two years’ notice. It 
is plain that it is not necessarily the latter, 
and it is open to the United States Govern- 
ment to interpret it as the former, It is 
also open to it to rescind the article on the 
ground that the mutual agreement of 
which it is a part has not been carried out. 
In any case, it will not-.aid the Republicans 
in their general course of criticism of every- 
thing the Administration does to declare 
that Mr. CLEVELAND is too rash in assert- 
ing doubtful American rights, 

bs saceteceenee~seeeemieeneenienntl 
CONNECTICUL INTERESTS AND THE 
TARIFF. 

The two political parties in Connecticut 
have squarely acéepted the tariff issue and 
presented it to the people of that State 
quite as sharply as the two national plat- 
forms presented it to the people of the coun- 
try. The Republicans denounced the 
President’s message and the Mills bill as 
embodying the ‘policy of free trade” and 
as “inimical to the industrial interests of 
our people.’ The Democratic platform 
adopted at New-Haven yesterday approves 
the President’s message, congratulates the 
Democrats of the House of Representatives 
on their successin perfecting ‘such a bill 
asthat which they passed onthe 21st of 
July,” and declares that ‘‘any tax or im- 
port duty which increases the price of raw 
material isa burden on the producer and 
the consumer.” It devotes a special plank 
to setting forth the advantages of free 
wool. 

Itis pertinent to inquire which of the 
policies advocated by the two parties would 
be more beneficial to the interests of Con- 
necticut, which is the foremost State in the 
Union in the extent and variety .of its 
manufacturing industries in proportion to 
population. One is for the maintenance of 
the present tariff. including duties on raw 
materials; the other is for a revision and 
new adjustment of the tariff, with raw ma- 
terials free. Itmay be premised that Con- 
necticut is eminently a State of skilled 
labor and of the application of ingenious 
machinery to manufacturing processes. 
She has produced several of the 
most conspicuous inventors of the coun- 
try, and more patents have been issued 
to citizens of that State in proportion to 
the whole number than to those of any 
other State. The census of 1880 classified 
her manufactures under more than 200 in- 
dustries, and the total annual value of the 
product was over $185,000,000. The value 
of materials used was more than $102,000,- 
000, and the amount paid in wages was 
$48,501,518. The largest single industry 
was cotton manufacturing, of which the 
product was valued at something over 
$17,000,000, and the second largest was 
woolen manufacturing, of which the value 
of the product was a little below $17,000,- 
000. Now, any policy of tariff reduction 
proposed would not injure the cotton in- 
dustry, and it would decidedly benefit the 
woolen industry. In the year of the census 
statistics the value of the materials used in 
the Cannecticut woolen mills was over 
$10,000,000, while the amount paid for 
labor was $2,342,935. 

Now, free wool would certainly give a 
new impulse to woolen manufactures in 
Connecticut by reducing the cost of ma- 
terials, and they would be able to employ 
more persons at better wages, Besides, her 
hosiery products were valued at nearly 
$2,500,000 and her mixed textiles at 
nearly $6,000,000. Next in value ot all her 
manufactures is that of brass and copper, 
amounting to more than $13,000,000 in the 
value of the annual product, and the amount 
paid for materials was nearly three times 
that paid for labor, Hardware comes next, 
with a product of $10,374,298, for which 
the material cost $4,410,709 and the 
labor $3,569,494. In both these impor- 
tant lines the obstacle to progresa is not 
the cost of labor but the cost of raw mate- 
rials, The skill and ingenuity that have 
been developed and the machinery that has 
been applied make the cost of labor in the 
finished product decidedly less than it is in 
Europe. The only thing that prevents Con- 
necticut brass goods and hardware from 
competing profitably in all the markets of 
the world is the disadvantage produced by 
the tax on raw materials. If she could ex- 
tend these industries by having materials 
frep from tax and have the unlimited mar- 
kets of the world to deal in, the effect 
would be to create a greater demand for 
labor and thereby improve wages. 

It is much the same with the great bulk 
of the multifarious manufacturing and me- 
chanical industries of the State. In nearly 


al, not labor, and the application of skill 
and ingenuity has made the actual labor 
cost in the finished article less than 
any where else in the world, while the wages 





paid are in'no way increased by duties on 
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foreign articles of the same kind. So far 
as raw materials are subject to duty that 
adds to the cost. of production, and to that 
extent restricts it and limits the opportuni- 
ties and the rewards of labor. Connecticut 
is especially interested in free raw ma- 
terials, and moderate duties on the 
products ‘of other countries generally 
would be an advantage to her by 


- facilitating the exchange of her products 


with those of foreign lands. No State is 
more interested in tariff reform or would be 
more benefited by it than Connecticut. 
Any substantial measure of tariff re- 
form would benefit the manufacturers of 
Connecticut and all their thousands of 
workmen, and the rest of the population 
would share in the results of their greater 
prosperity while also enjoying the advan- 
tage of lower prices for a large portion of 
the articles which they buy for their own 
use. Ifthe people of thatState fully under- 
stood and appreciated their own interests 
and what was for their own well-being 
they would be for tariff reform to a man. 


THIS IS CURIOUS! 

This is a campaign of paradoxes and puz- 
zles. If Mr. HARRISON is the real candi- 
date of the Republicans why is he put in 
the remote background? If Mr. BLaInz is 
not the candidate why is he made the most 
prominent object in the party landscape? 
If Mr. BLAINE desires Republican success 
why does he constantly make speeches 
which conduce powertully to Repub- 
lican defeat? And of what malign spir- 
it have the Republican newspaper 
organs become possessed that they make 
their fight in a fashion so unusual and am- 
biguous? 

Here is the New-York ribune, for in- 
stance, which thunders for HARRISON and 
MORTON on its bulletin boards, and says as 
little as possible about them in its columns. 
Yetit continues to set forth the blessings 
of a protective tariff and the horrors 
of free trade, giving rise to the 
suspicion that it is for CLEVELAND and 
Protection, just asthe Republicans of the 
Northwest are said to be for BLAINE and 
free trade. A curious evidence of the 
duplex nature of the Tribune's mind and 
wish is to be found in its issue of yester- 
day. In his leading editorial article the 
editor demonstrates for the seventh time; 
to his own apparent satisfaction and to the 
certain weariness of his readers, that Amer- 
ican protection makes high wages and Brit- 
ish free trade low wages. This might be 
called an argument for the election of Har- 
RISON. But there appears in the same issue 
of the Tribune and also upon its editorial 
page the following extract from a letter to 
the Philadelphia Times, with the heading, 
“Mr, W. W. PHELPs’s Turn Now”: 


‘By somebody's adroit manipulation the State 
of New-Jersey 18 so gerrymandered that nothing 
is easier than for the State at Jarge to go Demo- 
cratic and the Legislature to remain Republican 
as it now is, thanks to Mr. Phelpa’s energy and 
abounding power of argument alerme. If you 
ask me, a8 I know you do,’ continued the ven- 
erable Lawyer Whitehead, ‘what my frank 
opinien is, I venture te say that the 
State, as usual, will go Democratic 
on the national ticket, and the Legislat- 
ure go Republican and WILLIAM WALTER PHELPS 
will be sent to the United States Senate. The 
statesman from Teaneckis very popular in East 
Jersey, where he is best known, and itis gener- 
ally cenceded that as he has helped to make a 
good many other peoplé Governors, State Sen- 
ators, and United States Senators, it is quite 
time New-Jeraey at large should show her ap- 
preciation of Mr. PHELPs’s ability and also of 
his much-enduring fidelity to Republicanism.’ ” 


What does this mean! WILLIAM WALTER 
PHELPS, joining many admirabls qualities 
of head and heart to the possession of eight 
or ten millions of dollars, is the only Re- 
publican who can “carry” New-Jersey for 
his party. Mr. PHEeLprs expected to be 
nominated for Vice-President. He 
did not expect to be  teferred 
to as “some fellow like PuHerrs of 
New-Jersey” by so eminent a Republican 
and party oracle as Senator INGALLS, For 
these reasons, the nature of the Jerseyman 
being not unlike the nature of man else- 
where, cynical Democratic free traders have 
surmised that Mr. PHELrs might pass the 
heated season of the campaign sitting com- 
fortably on his capacious barrel at Teaneck 
and seeing MORTON carry New-York, keep- 
ing aneye meanwhile ppon the seat now 
occupied in the United States Senate by 
Mr.-J. R. MCPHERSON, whose term will 
expire next March. 

But no Democrat has ever dreamed that 
Mr. PHELPs’s indifference to the fortunes 
of HaRRISON and MoRTON would be adver- 
tised to the world by his next friend the 
editor of the New-York ZJribune; and the 
conspicuous form in which the Tribune an- 
nounces that the great manufacturing State 
of New-Jersey, with its nine Electoral 
votes, has been abandoned by the Repub- 
licans will surprise and gratify the National 
Democratic Committee.

“JOINT DEBATES,” 

The most rational and useful observance 
of Labor Day that has come to our notice 
was that which took place in Newark. N. J, 
lt was what is tautologically called a 
joint debate between Mr. BRECKINRIDGE 
of Kentucky and Mr. BuTTERWoRTH of 
Ohio, and it was all the more significant 
and gratifying hecause it was arranged and 
carried out under the management of a 
district assembly of the Knights of Labor. 
A confession upon the pani of any class of 
citizens that they need enlightenment 
upon their duties and their interests is 
much less frequent than it ought to be, 
Not only men who work for wages, but men 
who are theirown employers, have found 
out in the present canvass for the first time 
that neither a cherished prejudice nor even 
** horse sense” will enable them to vote to 
their own satisfaction, and that they 
have not the knowledge that is 
required for a sound judgment of the 
issue which the Président has so coura- 
geously raised. Conscientious voters dis- 
trust, naturally and rightly, the “‘docu- 
ments” issued by either party, and suspect 
that there may be in them suppressions or 
perversions of important facts. In a con- 
test about the tariff there is more than the 
ordinary partisan temptation to such per- 
versions or suppression, since although there 
is ro special interest enlisted on the side of 
tariff reduction, unless it be that of the 
importers, there is an enormous special in- 
terest arrayed against it in tie combina- 
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‘tion of protected manufacturers,.a combi- 


nation which is so effective that many 
manufacturers oppose changes that would 
clearly be for their own benefit lest they 
weaken its force. 

The best Sossible guarantee against un- 
fairness of this kind is to be found in publie 
discussions. Ordinarily a ‘joint debate,” 
though it may be a successful popular enter- 
tainment, is not very instructive for the 
reason that the facts are tolerably familiar 
to the audience, and the victory falls to the 
disputant who can argue from them the 
more cleverly. But what is needed in this 
case isaclear view of the facts, and this ean 
be had in no better way than through the 
statement of them by a well-informed dis- 
putant on one side, subject to the correc- 
tion.of a watchful and well-informed dis- 
putant on the other. Messrs. BRECKIN- 
RIDGE and BUTTERWORTH were very well 
chosen for this purpose. As a member of 
the Committee of Ways and Means, which 
reperted the Mills bill, Mr. . BRECKIN- 


RIDGE was forced to study the sub- 
ject, and he is capable of setting 
forth the results of his researches 


with a more persuasive eloquence, perhaps, 
than any of his colleagues on the commit- 
tee. Mr. BUTTERWORTH has also given 
special attention to our commercial legisia- 
tion. Though the chief result of his studies 
has been to make him an ardent advocate 
ef a commercial treaty with Canada which 
should secure to us, so far as that country 
is concerned, not merely a reduction, but a 
virtual abolition, of the tariff, so as to ex- 
tend to the Dominion the “absolute free 
trade” which we practice among ourselves, 
He is opposed to permitting even freer 
trade with any other foreign country, and 
there is scarcely any public speaker better 
equipped to plead the cause of a high tariff. 

No workingman in the audience at New- 
ark on Monday’ can have failed to derive 
instruction from this debate. There is 
every reason in the nature of the subject 
why these debates should be multiplied and 
given in every community from now until 
election, So far as possible they should be 
substituted for meetings in which a partisan 
orator addresses exclusively partisan hear- 
ers. Itistrue that the substitution would 
muster out of the service the ordinary po- 
litical slang-whangers or cover their igno- 
rance with ridicule, but that would bea 
positive gain. The State and local commit- 
tees of the two parties could readily arrange 
for a series of such debates, and , the party 
which refused to consent to them would lie 
under the suspicion of unwillingness to 
submit its pretenses to public examination. 











The statement that the Krupps are buy- 
ing lands in Ekaterinoslaff, Russia, for the 
purpose of establishing a factory there in 
which to manufacture guns for the Czar’s 
Government may strike some Germans as 
indicating a want of patriotism, In reality 
itis simply a matter of business, preeisely 
like that which now leads the great cannon 
makers to supply their guns to any nation 
willing to buy them at their price. It has 
become a custom tor nations which propose 
to give large foreign contracts for either 
ships or guns to insist on having a branch 
establishment of the contractors established 
within their own domains. Thus the ARM- 
STRONGS long ago established themselves 
elsewhere than at Elswick, and in like man- 
ner the Tyne firm of HAWTHORN, LESLIE 
& Co. are now engaged by Italy to estab- 
lish a branch at Naples for the manufacture 
of the engines and boilers which they are to 
supply to Italian war vessels. So, too, 
Spain has arranged with the Barrow Com- 
pany to build three new cruisers at Bilbao, 
Questions both of local pride and of the em- 
ployment of home labor influence these 
matters. Doubtless the Krupp guns for 
Russia would be the same, whether con- 
structed at Essen or Ekaterinoslaff.

ROBERT DOWNING AT THE- STAR. 
Robert Downing, whose efforts as an actor 
of heroic tragedy have lately received a large 
share of public attention, is at the Star Theatre 
this week, surrounded by a company capable of 
expressing the lofty sentiment of the plays in 
his repertory well enough to satisfy people 
whese remembrance does not extend back to 
the much-talked-of ‘‘palmy days.” Mr. Down- 
ing’s ample physique and strong voiee, whicn, if 
neither of great compass nor especial sweetness 
is managed skillfully enough to give impressive 
effect tolong andinvolvea passages of blank 
verse, make him a formidable figure in his 
chosen flaid. There is vigor and dash in plenty 
in his acting, if he is somewhat hard and man- 


nered in pathetic momente. He renders the 
well-remembered reply of Dr. Bird’s Spartacus 
to the luckless Roman envoy whe asserted that 
Romans did not fight wemen with just the right 
degree of earnest vehemeuce and without 
rhetorical exaggeration. His demeanor in the 
arena scene of the same drama indicates a thor- 
ough understanding of the possibilities of the 
situation, and the climax is vigorous enough to 
arouse an apathetic audience to cheers. ‘‘ Spar- 
tacus” was Mr, Downing’s play last evening. 
Mr. Charles Hermann  aesisted him in 
the performanee with a spirited rendering of 
the part of hot-headed Phasarius, while Mies 
Eugenie Blair was a eomely representative of 
that Roman maiden who wept and was father- 
less. Thia afterneon Mr. Downing and his as- 
seciates will take aturn at the ‘ Virginius” of 
Sheridan Knowles, a composition which this 
uneertain public seems to regard at present 
with the reverence and admiration due tea 
masterwork of dramatic poetry,

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A MINNESOTA CONUNDROM. 


WHO WILL BE THE REPUBLICAN CAN- 
DIDATE? 

St. Pau, Minn., Sept. 4.—The conun- 
drum of the hour at St. Paul is “ Who will be 
the Republican nominee for Governor of Minne- 
sota?”’ Advocates of Scheffer, Merriam, and 
McGill are very cenfident of the nominatien of 
their respective champions. All three now 
have headquarters at the Merchants’ Hotel, 
and are visited by politicians and others who 
have information te impart or who seek in- 
formation as te the standing of their favorites, 
Mathematics is the leading pastime of the slate- 
makers, and voluminous tables of figures show 
Meriam, MoGill, and Scheffer each to have a 
comfortable majority over the others. A very 
careful and conservative estimate, based upon 
press reperts, private telegrams to the 
three candidates, and various otner reliable 
sources of infermation places MoGill in the 
lead with 165 votes, Scheffer second with 125, 
Merriam third with 110, and 65 doubtful votes. 
The neg vag of the doubtful votes will proba- 
bly go to Merriam. A McGill estimate places 
the figures thus: McGill, 170; Scheffer, 131; 
Merriam, 113, and doubtful, 36. A Merriam 
estimate is: Merriam, 181; McGill, 130; Schetf- 
fer, 110; doubtful, 29. The Seheifer men abso- 
lutely refuse to give any figures to the public, 
but one Scheffer man who is not a worker 
claims 155 votes for the German Jeader, 
and gives 148 to MeGill and 120 to Merriam, 
leaving 27 doubtful. 

The Schetter werkers are modest in their 
claims and will not talk muoh. The figures 
abeve are simply curiosities of calculation, and 
in some cases doubtful delegatiena are claimed 
by each candidate, It is noticeable, however, 
that the Merriam men are not claiming as many 
votes as a week ago, aud additional returns 
bring little sheer. McGill has some good workers 
and is very gars. Schetter is cheerful, theugh 
saying but little. One thing is certain, all es- 
timates are incorrect in giving 20 votes in 
Ramsey County to Scheffer, The Ramsey dele- 
gation is instructed toa vote as unit, and to cast 
its 20 votes for Scheffer, but he will receive only 
16 votes. When McGill worked for Scheffer in 
Ramsey it was understood that the former was 
to have 4 votes, and he will get them in spite of 
any unitrule. Ifthe Chairman of the Ramsey 
delegation declares 20 for Svheffen, a large and 
ae kick will be made. then and@ there and 
the delegation will be polled, 

Gilman does not up to the present time cut a 
very large figure in the forecast, He will have, 
pornees. 25 voteg, and Clement wijli receive the 

complimentary votes of Race County. A 
Treugh estimate of the convention is made by 
men of all factions as giving McWill, 175; Mer- 
Tiam, 150; Scheffer, 100; Gilman, 25. Cham- 
pions of the respective candidates can 
pull these figures about to their own 
satisfaction. To sum up the situation, there 
are four candidates standing in this order: Mc- 
Gill, Merriam, Scheffer, Gilman. As possible 
dark horses Attorney-General Clapp ana 
Lieut,-Goy, Rice are mentioned. No one will 
be nominated on the first ballot, but McGill 
will be the leading candidate. Subsequent 
events oan only be told by to-morrew’s work in 
the cenvention. President Atwood said; ‘The 
Farmera’ Alliance will of course support Shet- 
fer’s candidacy. lif he sheuld notreceive the 
pomination the farmers will probably prefer 
Donnelly to any other candidate, Affairs are 
badly mixed, however, andit 1g impossible to 
make a forecast.” 








TEMPERANCE MEN TRIUMPH. 





ONE COUNTY IN NEW-JERSEY WHERE 
HILL MEN COULD NOT SMILE. 

BELVIDERE, N, J., Sept. 4. — Warren 
County gave 900 majority for local option to- 
day, and a fall yote waa polled, There was no 
disturbance, as a matter of course. To-nignt 
the clergy of the county are singing the pxans 
of vietory over their unlooked-for success in 
carrying the county for ‘no license.” This 
county ie the second to vote under the new 


law, and has been made the battle 
ground by both parties. The fight has 
been one between the church and the 


saloon, the ministers and the politicians, and 
the clergy win by a clear majority. The fight 
has been at fever heat for the past three weeks. 
meetings have been held in every church and 
schoolhouse, tracts have been distributed by 
both sides, and money bas been freely used by 
the license men. At many of the polling places 
wemen were working for the men with the no- 
license tieket, while prayer meeting were 
held in nearly all the churches. ‘he county is 
atrongly Democratic, and the party Jeaders as a 
rule supported the wet ticket, while the leading 
Republicans were in favor of no license. There 
are about 750 Probibitionists in the county, and 
they supperted the measure to a unit, notwith- 
standing some of the leaders were opposed 


to the bill. Nineteen ont of 25 P ae 
places gave a majority ef 60 for 
no license, with several temperance strong- 


holds to hear from. Phillipsburg is the largest 
town and gives a majority of 312 for license, 
while Belvidere is the banner tewn forthe drys, 
giving a majority of 192, The greatest sur- 
prise is in Oxford Furnace. This was 
counted on by the saloon men for 200, 
but it gave 186 fer no license. Of the towmships 
all but four give a majority againat the saloons. 
Franklin gives 75, Haekettstown 38, Inde- 

endence 59, Mansfield 32, Oxford 186, Wasn- 
ngton Burough 114, and Washington Town- 
ship 92, White Allumucky gives 7 in favor of 
license, Pehatceng 20, Harmony Knowlton 20, 
and Hopateong 21. 

This is adecided victory forthe temperance 
men and proves the wisdom of the Republican 
Legislature in passing the law. It will prevent 
the licensing ef any hotel or saloon by the 
courts or Exeise Board, and will prevent the 
sale of all liquors in less quantities than by the 
quart, and sales 80 made cannot be drunk on the 
premises, The only disturbance was at Hope, 
and that was not serious. Over 5,000 votes in 
all were polled, fully three-fourths of the tetal 
vote of the county.

“Manly N. Walker, Jackson, Mich.,” a postal 
official. This circular says:

You may 
send your contribution by money order or in bills 
by return mail. You must send your full name and 
address soon, a8 our collector will not remain long 
in your State. Do not send less than $1 or more 
than $5.” 

Postmaster Hale penitalne his reply in his 
local paper, deelining to remit money, sell 
badges, or distribute political speeches. The 
matter was first made public this morning 
through the 7ribune of this city, and this after- 
noon a dispatch comes from Jackson stating 
that the Postmaster there knows no such man 
as Manly N. Walker and denies that any sueb 
name appears on the list of postal officials.

WORK OF THE NEW-HAMPSHIRE REPUR-« 
LICAN GONVENTION. 

Concorp, N. H., Sept. 4.—T'he Repnb- 
lican State Convention in this city to day wasa 
large but by no means barmonicus gathering, 
The old railroad fight of the last legislative 
session between the Boston and Maine and Con- 
cord Railroads was a strong element in the con- 
test over the Gubernatorial nomination, John 
B. Smith of Hillsborough, a member of the 
present Executive Councilof the State, being 
put forward distinctively us the Boston and 
Maine candidate, and Col. Hiram A. Tuttle 
of Pittsfield, a fsrmer Councilor, peing 
supported by the Concord Railroad inter. 
est. Smith is a woolen manufacturer, with 
@® plethoric -barrel, and was promised the 


nomination during the last session of the Legis- 
lature, by the managers of the Puston and 
Maine cause. Tuttle isa merchant tailor, with 
a business extending through a largce section of 
the State, an: is personally quite popular. Each 
was confident of success and both were disap- 
pointed. Tuttle really lost the fight through tne 
over-sonfidenee of his maspaxera, who wert off 
to celebrate their victory, which they eonsid- 
ered assured, when, on the feurth ballot, his 
vote had gone up to 306.and within 7 of a nom- 
ination, starting at 209, and Smith’s bad gone 
down to 142, starting at 187. 

There were four other eandidates in the fleld— 
Jobn A. Spalding of Nashua, Albert S. Twitchell 
of Gorham, Woodbury L. Meleher of Txconia, 
and David H. Goodell of Antrim. Spalding re- 
ceived en the first ballet 14 votes, 'witchell 
28, Meleher 68, and Goodell 121. The latter, 
who ultimately captured the nomination, has 
been a persistent candidate for years. but has 
refused to put up the required heavy contribu- 
tion for the campaign fund. He is a well-to-do 
manufacturer of cutlery as well as an extensive 
farmer, and is popular with the agricultural 
elsment throughout the State. He is 54 years 
old, has served in the Legislature, in the 
Executive Couneil, and as a member of the 
State Board of Agriculture. On the fifth baliot 
the Boston and Maine supporters of Smith 
Started a stampede. Goodeli, whose adherents 
were holding firm, as the only means of defeat- 
ing Tuitle, had run his vote up to 198, while 
Tuttle’s fellto 293. The sixth ballot was de- 
clared void, on the ground ef fraud, Chandle- 
riaw methods having been resorted te, and more 
ballots having been cast than there were deie- 
gates in the convention. On the seventh ballet 
Goodell was nominated, receiving 355 votes to 
205 for Tuttle, 22 for Smith, 17 for Melcher, 1 
for Spalding, 

The nomination was made unanimous, though 
the result is far from satisfactory to the poll- 
ticians of the party. It will be acceptable, how- 
ever, to Republicans practaliy. exeept the 
liquor element, who hold Goodell in special de- 
testation, he being a pronounced supporter of 
the prohibitory law. A strong effort will be 
made to secure the adoption of a license plank 
im the Democratic Convention, which meets 
here Thursday, and if it succeeds 
of the liquor men will give the Demo- 
cratic State tieket their support, while 
some prohibition Democrats will be likely 
to bolt. But for the railroad war, 
and the active participation therein of some of 
the mere prominent Democratic leaders, there 
would be little dificulty in eapturing the State 
from the Republivans this year. As it is, there 
is not muc rospect of euch a result, though 
the right spirit and harmonious action in the 
Democratic Convention will go far to promote it, 

The Electoral ticket neminated to-day isa 
strong one, and is headed py the Hon. George 
W. Nesmuth of Franklin, who was a Whig candi- 
date for Electorin 1840. The platform adopted 
was as follows: 

“The Republican Party in New-Hampshire in- 
dorses the platform adopted at the National Repub- 
lican Convention at Chicago, The tariff question is 
the leading issue of the campelgn, and belheving it 
essential to the welfare of our country that the 
American doctrine of protection should be defended 
against the assaults of free trade at home and 
abroad, we invite the co-operation of all who believe 
in the enactment of laws for the protection of our 
industries from the competition incident to the free 
importation of the products of the pauper labor of 
the Old World, of our laborers from unjust exactions 
of employers, our property owners from the attacks 
of Anarchy and Communign, and of all classes from 
the evils of immorality and iiliteracy. 

‘We ratify the choice of the Republican National 
Convention in the selection of Harrison and Morton 
as candidates for the residency and Vice-Presi- 
dency, and commend to the people of New-Hamp- 
shire the nominees of this convention as men 
worthy in every respect of their support.” 

In the selection of Mr. Goodell to head tho 
Republican ticket the fine hand of Senator Will- 
iam E. Chandler is seen with remarkable clear- 
ness. Itis his victory over the Gallinger forcea 
and about the first significant omen in the great 
Senatorial fight which is to come off next June 
between the ex-Seoretary of the Navy and Con- 
greseman Gallinger, The Democrats are much 
pleased with what the Republicans have 
dome to-day. They say the nomination 
Goodell, who is a pronounced 
and ardent Prohibitionist, means certain vic- 
tory for their ticket, State and national, in the 
election this Fall. They will probably insert in 
their platferm a strong license plank and go to 
the voters on that issue. The temperance Re- 
publicans meanwhile are much offended at the 
weak-kneed temperance plank in the Republio- 
an platform. It is an evasion of the whole 
question, and it seems doubtful if the well-, 
known prohibition sentiments of the Guberna- 
torial candidate will counterbalance its effect 
with the anti-saloon Republicans, The pro- 
ceedings of the day have inereased the Demo- 
cratic ehances in the State immeasurably.

HARBISON TALKS TARIFF. 





HE MAKES THE WELL-WORN APPEAL 
TO WORKINGMEN. 

Fort WAYNE, Ind., Sept. 4.—The regular 
train carrying Gen. Harrison and party, was 20 
minutes late in starting from Toledo. At Defi- 
ance about 500 people were present when the 
train arrived. The stop was too brief 
for a_ speech, After leaving Defiance, 
Gen. Harrison and the gentlemen mem- 
bers of his party sat down to dinner. 
At 1:45 the train pulled into Fort Wayne amid 
the boeming of cannon. Fully 5,000 people 
were at the depot to witness the arrival. The 
special car was switched off here, and Gen. Har- 
rison and his party alighted, and were escerted 
up the street to the public square. Here Gen. 

arriseon made a speech, in the ceurse of which 
he said: 

“Does itneed to be demonstrated that if we reduce 
our tariff toa revenue level, if we abolish from it 
every consideration of protection, more goods will 
come in from abroad than come innow? And what 
is the necessary effect? It ig the transfer to 
foreign shops of work that yon need here; it is 
to diminish American production and increase Eng- 
lish production. That is to bethe effect of it. It is 
not worth while to stand upon nice definitions as to 
free trade, some think it enough to say that they 
are not tree traders because they are not in favor of 


abolishing all customs uties. Let me 
remind such that free trade countries of 
Europe, recognized te be sucb, have not 


abolish all custom duties. A better distinction is 
this: The free, trader believes in levying customs 
dutids without any regard to the effect of those 
duties upon the wages of our working peo- 
Re or upon the preduction of our own sbops. 

his, then, is the iasue. Take it to your homes, 
There are many cenfusing and contradictory 
statements made in the public press and by public 
speakers. Ask any of those who assail our pro- 
teetive system, whether they do not believe, if their 
policy is adopted. a larger amount of foreign made 
goods will come into this countrv. It is their pur- 
pose to increase importation in order to cheapen 
prices. I think may safely ask you to 
consider the question whether this cheapening 
of peat which they seem to regard as the 
highest attainment of statesmanship, 1s consistent 
with the rate of wages that our working people en- 
for now; whether it wil! not involve—if we are to 

ave foreign competition without favoring duties— 
a reduction of American wages to the standard of 
the wages paid abread. [Applause.] Do you be- 
lieve for one moment that the two factories making 
the same product can be maintained in competition 
where one pays 88 per cent. more to its working- 
men than the other?”

NO LONGER A FOREIGNER. 

Among the prominent shipowners and 
members of the Maritime and Produce Ex- 
changes are Scammell Brothers, who vame to 
this country from St. John’s. Newfoundland, 
about 12 years ago aud whe have continued 
here ever since. They were large ownérs of 
vessels fiying the British flag, and as the Amer!- 
can navigation laws prohibit the registry of 
joreign-built vessels, in effect prohibiting any 
Ameriean citizen :from ewning property in 
foreign vessels, they have until recently con- 
tinued their nowinal allegiance to the Queen of 
England, 

Now, one of them, Mr. F. E. Searmell, has 
allowed his leve for his adopted ceurtry to so 
tar supplaut bis business interests that he has 
given up his interest in the fereigu ships owned 
by his firm, has renounced his allegiance to the 
Queen o: the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireiand, ana has become a citizen of the 
United Siates. His first business transaction 
after he became a citizen was to purchase au 
American ship for which he paid $25,000. 

Mr. Scammell says he is a Democrat, and will 
vote fer Cleveland and Thurman. “Under the 
greater freedom of trade advecated by Presi- 
deat Cleveland,” he gaid, “I believe American 
shipping wil! revive. Thefree importation of 
raw materials used in American manufactures 
wil! iead te the establishing of direct and regu- 
lur lines of ocean Communication between this 
country and the countries of Senth America, It 
will also Gheapen the cost of raw materials used 
in ship building, and betweer them beth there 
wili be some reasonable inducement offered the 
Apierican shipowner to increase and extend his 
investments.

There is no reason way the American 
merchant marine should not ve_ the 
lacgest in the’werld, except that the tariff has 
made vessel material se expensive that there is 
no competing with foreigners, who get all their 
raw materials free of duty. . The American pro- 
tective tariff has killed the American shipbuild- 
ing industry, while it has beer the mainstay 
and prop of the English and Scotch industry, 
For between the cost of a vessel in Great Brit- 
ain and the cost of a vessel in America it bas 
established so wide a margin that the British 
encounter DO Opposition that they do not them- 
selves create. The raw materials are as plenti- 
ful or more plentiful in this eountry than they 
are abrvad, and there dees not seem to be any 
just reason why the country sheuld be kept 
under perpetual tribute to foreign nations for 
their shipping. I believe President Cleveland

Edwerd B. Whitney eonfessed that he was 
among those who thought the club ought not to 
take any action at all upon such a proposition.

A BIG BANKING PLAN. 


TO CENTRALIZE THE WORLD’S SILVER 
MARKETS IN NEW-YORK. 

City oF Mexico, Sept. 4.—After more 
than a year’s negotiations the scheme for a new 
bank here, whieh will be of special service to 
all American interests in Mexico, bas been ear- 
ried to a successful conclusion. Trustwerihy 
estimates show that mere than $150,000,000 
of Ameriean capital are invested in this 
country in railways, mines, real estate, 
and traue, but pot a single bank exists 
here having a dollar of American capital, 
although there is a large amount of business 
done direct with New-York. Every year the 
ameunt of exchange business on New-York 
grows in volume. and as the tourist travel in-

De Thysebaert, and Mr. Colgate is represented 
by Maurice L, Guiraud, manager of the tele- 
phone company here, who began negotiations 
overayear ago with the Mexiean Mortgage 
Bank, a highiy respeetabie and useful institu- 
tion, with a valuable charter, but not having 
enough capital to utilize ite obarter to the fullest 
extent. The Government has been very eerdial 
in assisting the efforts of the syndicate toeenclude 
its arrangenfent fer securing the charter of the 
Mortgage Bank, and Finance Minister Dublan 
has been exceeding)y desirous to bring Ameri¢an 
capital inte the country. By the terms of the 
contract just signed by Messrs. Guiraud and 
Thysebsert the syndicate enters into a contrast 
with the Mexicah Mortgage Bank, whose char- 
ter Was granted six years ago, and therefore 
antedates the Mexican National Bank charter, 
it terms of the agreement the Mexican 
. Mertgage Bark becomes the [nteruationgl and 
Mortgage Bank ot Mexico, and the principal 
cendition of the syndicate’s agreement with the 
bank was the granting by the Government of 
certain modifications of the charter sv a@ to 
enable the bank to carry en a genersl banking 
business and to issue egertificates of deposit in 
silver ana gold, im dollars er ounces, payable in 
Mexieo or abroad, 

This financial combiuatien has fer its objects 
te unite the silver proviuction of Mexico with 
that of the United States so as tu make the 
headquarters of the silver market of the world 
in New-York instead ef London. The syndicate 
assumes the assets and liabilities. of the Mort- 
gage Bank, recalls the feunder’ssbhares, which 
are canceled, pays the actual shares of the bank 
at par with $1,000,006 in vew shares, and also 
issues pew shares in tne United States aud 
Europe to the ameunt of $2,500,000, full wy 
stock, so a8 te muke the totai issue $3,500,000. 
The authorized capital is $5,000,000, which 
may be increased by any amount required 
by the future business of the bank. The Morte 
gage Bank charter was based on the Crédit 
Foneier ef Frarce, the bank having the right 
to issue mortgage bends against real estate 
mortgages, which nfértgages may not exceed 
50 per cent, of the value of the mortgage prop- 
erty. The bank can issue mortgage bonds for 
10 times the amount ef its capital by new moidi- 
fications of the charter agreed to by the Gov- 
ersmert. The bank may make loans on works 
of public imprevement ana general utility. The 
new [International Bank will have a Board of 
Directors in New-York, and a streng board here 
composed of heavy bankers and others.

started in favor of the nemination ef Carles 
French, the Seymour manufaeturer and Gon- 
gressman from this district, who recently an- 
nounced that he was net a eandidate fer re- 


“nominatien for Congress, and it was reported 


abeut the hotela that werd had come from 
William H. Barnum, Chairman of the Na 
tional Comamaittes, advising the selection of 
Mr. French it it was impossible to induce 
-Mr. Ingersell te reconsider his determination, 1t 
was Virtually decided by the delegates from 
other parts of the State that New-Haven County 
should name the candidate, and thar if Mr. 
French should be the choice of that county he 
should be nominated. But when the New- 
Haven County delegates met in caucus this 
morning Judge Luzoa B. Morris ef this city re- 
ceived 19 votes, Mr. French 14, aud Col. Will- 
iam H. Stevenson 1. It was accordingly decid- 


ed to present Judge Morris’s name, This made 
easy the work of the convention, Wher an in- 
formal ballot for Governor was taken Judge 
Morris received .287 votes, Mr. French 13, Ed- 
ward W. Seymour of Litchtield 6, Nathaniel 
Wheeler of Bridgeport 5, Gen. E. E. Bradiey ef 
New-Haven 5, and Joseph B. Sargent of New- 
Haveu 3. Mr, Morris was then unanimously 
nominated. He has several times represerted 
New-Havenin the Legislature and served as 
Judge of Probate for many years. He is a rep- 
resentative ef the most conservative elements 
in the party. 

The tieket was completed without further bal- 
loting by the nemination of Jonn 8. Kirkham of 
Newington for Lieutenast-Governor; Henry A. 
Bishop of Bridgeport, purchasing agent of the 
Consolidated Railroad, and son of William D. 
Bishop, formerly President of that railroad, for 
Becretury of state; J. G Martin of Windham 
fer Treasurer, and Nichelas Staub of New-Mil- 
ford for Controller. A, E. Burr, editor of the 
Hartford junes, Was chosen te head the 
Eleetoral tieket. 

Congressmau Robert J. Vance of New-Britain 
was the President of the convention. He said 
that the Demoeratic Party bai proved itseif 
abundantly able to govern, and that the peupie 
were satisfied with the progress made under 
Grover Cleveland. He protested against the 
attempt of the Republican Party te hold up the 
Mills billas airee trade measure, as a gallows 
upon which the industries of Connectiout were 
tu be executed.

MR. GLADSTONE SPBAKS. 


HE ROUNDLY DENOUNCES THE CRUELTY 
IN IRISH PRISONS. 

Lonpon, Sept. 4.—Mr. Gladstone went to 
Wrexham last night to address a meeting of 
Liberals. Tae meeting was held in a public 
hajl. After Mr. Gladstone had begnm to speak 
he found that his audience was not altogether a 
friendly one. When ene portion of the gather- 
ing eheered him another portion hissed. This 
' led to an uprear, and fer a time the greatest 
confusion reigned. Mr. Gladstone stopped 
speaking, and was net able to resume fer fully 
five minutes. The trouble was due more te 
local jealousies than to oppositien to Mr. Glad- 
stone. 

Mr. Gladstone, in a speech at Wrexham to- 
day, said the 7imes had done him an unexam- 
pled compliment in answering a speech net yet 
delivered. He had no wish to interfere with the 
natural and legitimate performanee of the 7+mes 
in throwing dirt upon him, He remained 


strong in the opision that the criticisms of a 
man’s enemies were wore useful than the cheers 
of frends. He maintained the truth vf his 
former statement that he had seen a political 
risoner in Naples better treated than wore 
mprisoned Iris members of 
It had not been denied that seme 
of the Parnellites had broken the law, 
but the frawers and administrators ef that law 
were more guilty than the Parnellite offenders. 
He would not say that imprisonment had killed 
Mr. Mandeviile, yet he declared that Mande- 
ville was used in @ manner that disgraced the 
Trish Government, and any goverament in the 
werld would be disgraced that aid the like. 
While on the subject of the treatment of 
olitical offenders, he observed that it was sel- 
om that he was able to speak with satisfaction 
of the policy of Austria, but he had learned 
with the greatest satisfaction that Austria had 
given liberal heme rule to the Galician Poles, 
and in that respect she was far alead ef 
England, Referring to Welsh sympathy 
with the Parnellites, he said that the 
people of Wales would not be lesers by the pres- 
ent agitation. They would find that the Scorch, 
who were a determined people, were with 
them when there came a demand for the selu- 
tien of Welsh questions. That demand could 
not be made until the Irish question was dis- 
posed of, In the ufternoon Mr.. Gladstone 
made a speech at the Eisteddfod, His remarks 
had no pelitical bearing,

VELEPHONE OFFIOIALS*HOLD 

A CONVENTION. 

THE TENTH ANNUAL MEETING 
OF THE NATIONAL TELEPHONE EX- 
CHANGE ASSOCIATION. 

Holle! was the popular word yesterday at 
the Hotel Brunswick where the telephone ef- 
fiviais from all ever the country assembled at 
the tenth annual meeting of the National Tele- 
phone Exchange Association. Nearly all the 
rooms on the parlor floor were occupied by the 
city telephone conipanies, the electrieal publica- 
lions, and the big manufacturers of electrical 
supplies, and the visitors were accorded a 
hearty reception at all of them. The grapho- 
phone, which reproduces perfectly and any 
nun.ber of times anything that may be sung or 
epoken upon its little black wax cylinder, was 
an object of especial interest and its exhibitor 
was kept busy all day long showing its 
operations. Two blocks of platinum and 
aluminium, the Alpha and Omega of metals, of 
precisely the samme size and appearance were 
also shown. The platinum was eleven times 
heavier than the aluminium, and the little 
block, twe and one-quarter inches square and 
one-half inch thick, was werth $240, while the 
other was worth but $4. The output of the one 
platinum refinery in the United States 1s about 
one ton per annum, and one of the scientists 
present yesterday calculated that this ameunt 
could be beaten out into a sheet 15-10.000 of an 
inch thick that would cover the entire globe. 

The convention was not as largely attended 
as was the electrical one last week, nor was 


there as much “hustling” and discussion about 
it, fer where there were adozen different com- 
panies represented last week, each naturally 
claiming its own method and apparatus to be 
the best and having its representatives talking 
to that effect, the telephone people are all 
under one parent company, and get along like 
the celebrated “happy family.” The conven- 
tion was calied to orderin Parlor 16 at 11:30 
o’clock by President Henry Metzger of Pitts- 
burg, Penn., and the calling of the roll shewed 
that the 200 gentlemen present represented 
26 active companies, 2 associate companies, 
and 5 honorary companies, that belong to the 
association. Henry C. Davis, President of the 
New-York Electric Club, made a cordial address 
of welcome to the visitors, offering them the 
courtesies of the elub. He congratulated them 
on being all under one head, or members of the 
same family, and assured them that their ef- 
forts to obtain underground conduits fer their 
Wires would be successful. President Metzger 
Voiced the association’s thanks, and an applica- 
tion for wembership trom the National Conduit 
Manufacturing Company was referred to the 
Executive Committee. Gen. C. H. Barney, 8eo- 
retary of the association, read his report for the 
year ending Aug. 31, showing that the organiza- 
tion had 36 active, 5 associate, and 29 henorary 
companies on its roll.. Treasurer H. L. Storke 
showed that the balancein the treasury was 
$21 28, and offered a resolution to the effect 
that all invitations of whatever kind extended 
to the convention should be promptly aceepted. 

The minutes ef the early morning meeting ef 
the Exeeutive Committee fixing the hours of 
session were read and other routine business 
attended to, and the members proceeded te elect 
officers for the ensuing year. Mr. Metzger was 
rénominated for President, and was unanimous- 
ly elected.. W. D. Sargent of Breoklyn, H. L. 
Storke 0° New-York, and Gen. Barney were re- 
elected Vice-President, Treasurer, and Seereta- 
ry, respectively; Morris F. Tyler of New-Haven 
was again made a member of the Advisory Oom- 
mittee, and George N. Stone of Cincinnati, Samuel 
M. Bryan of Washington, W. J. Denver of Boston, 
and ©. F. Cutler of Brooklyn, were elected mem- 
bersofthe Executive Committee. Theinvitations 
of the American Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
panies to take a drive through the parks this 
afternoon, of the Western Electrieal Cempany 
to take dinner at the Mount 8t. Vincent Hotel 
at ita conelusion, and of Mr. Eckert to a sail, 
dinner, and visit to * Nero” on Thursday were 
all accepted with thangs. F. A. Pickernell of 
New-York read an interesting paperon * Tele- 
phone Batteries,” and in the discussion which 
fellowed it was learned that the Metropolitan 
Yelephore people will before leng take u 
storage batteries, and expect to get rid of muc 
of the induction trouble that the service now 
has. This closed the mourning session. 

The afternoon session was an executive ona, 
held with elosed doors. The future pelicy of 
the asseciation regarding rates ef toll was dis- 
eusaed, but no definite action was taken, and all 
measures proposed were tabled fer the time 
ing.

Jeave it asa heritage to my children and as a 
source of information for the future histerian.

| BNLARGING THE MUSEUM. 
‘MANY? STORED SPECIMENS AWAITING 
THE: NEW’ BUILDING’S COMPLETION. 
The work of excavation for the new sec- 
tion of the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory is rapidly approaching completion, and 
within a few days the stonemasons will start 
upon the foundations. The act to provide 
means for enlarging the present building be- 
came alaw last year, when $400,000 was ap- 
propriated to be used in enlarging the museum 
in accordance with the aceepted plans, which 
in their entirety contemplate a mammoth 


structure covering the block of land beunded 
by Eights and Ninth avenues, Seventy-seventh 
and Eighty-first streets. 

Many years must pass, say the Trustees, be- 
fore this ambitious scheme can be realized. As 
fast as the Legislature sees fit to appropriate 
money it will be devoted to enlarging the build- 
ing, section by seetion, and in that way it is 
hoped the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory may some day be one of the architectural 
wonders of the world, as well as an unexcelied 
thesaurus of scientific knowledge. The second 
step toward the aceomplishmerat of this end 
was undertaken about a week ago. The section 
now in preeressof erection will oin the pres- 
ent building on the Seventy-seventh-street side. 


of 67 feet. Red granite will be used for this 
section and probably for any ethers that may be 
hereafter constructed. It will be rock-faced, ex- 
ceptin such parts as it may be determined to 
lend grace and refinement to by lines of pol- 
ished atone. [ft is intended to make the main 
entrance in this seetion, and for that purpose 
the plans comprise an elaborate stairway 21 
feet wide, leading te an arcade of double eol- 
umns. The latter part, it has been found, can- 
not be constructed within the feur-hundred- 
thousand-dollar appropriation, so it will have to 
wait. The style is early Romanesque, with a 
hipped roof. At a meeting of the Board of 
Trustees Messrs. J. C. Cody & Co. were appoint- 
ed the architeots of the additional structure, and 
the whole matter relating thereto was placed in 
the hands of a building committee. 

Additional exhibition space was long ago 
found to be necessary, serious injury to the mu- 
seum and ite collections being involved in long- 
er delay. This is dueto the many large and 
important additions that have been made during 
the past year, whieh inelude the Lawrence col- 
lection of American birds, numbering 12,000 
me ‘a colleetion of 4,000 Brazilian birds, 
the Elliot ornithelogical library of some 1,000 
volumes. The additions to the collection of 
mammals have been numerous. Besides those 
already mounted there are some 700 unmounted 
skins, which would require space not avail- 
able in the already crowded mammal 
department. More than 200 of these 
skins are of North American mammals, and 
wher mounted, being uccempanied by the 
heads, will form an excellent study collection. 
There are as many mammals and invertebrates 
stored away in the cellar of the museum as 
there are in the exhibition halls. The same is 
true of fessils, shells, and archeelegical speci- 
mens. These valuable collections, which are 
more or less in danger of injury while in the 
cellar, will, when mounted, more than fill the 
new section. Among the very valyable skins 
there is that of the late lamented Mr. Crowley, 
which will reeeive early attention. 

There will be five stories to the new section. 
Correspondiug with the arrangement in the 
present structure the attic will be devoted to 
the workrooms, the second, third, and fourth 
stories, respectively,'to birds, anthropology, and 
fossils. The mammal department, which now 
ecoupies the second floor, will net be extended 
into the new building. The seeond ficor of the 
latter will be fitted up as a lecture room, with a 
seating capacity of 1,500. In this room the 
regular course of lectures will be delivered. 


A JUMP IN DECEMBER WHEAT. 


PRICES ADVANCE STEADILY ON ACCOUNT 
OF BAD CROP REPORTS. 

December wheat made a decided jump at 
the opening yesterday, and the first sales were 
made $1 03%, which is 2 cents higher than 
Saturday’s clesing quotations. Even at these 
figures trading was very active, and foreign 
houses began to unload. This caused a de- 
cline of about 45 cent, but during this slight 


reaction bad crop reports began to come in 
from the Northwest, and the market strength- 
ened until it rose to $1 04%, 3 cents higher 
than Saturday’s close. The market was now 
entirely too strong to be broken, and the bear 
element left fer their homes, leaving the bulis 
complete masters of the day. Trading con- 
tinued active at these figures, and many trans- 
actions followed, and the price feli off at the 
close from 49 to 5g cent, and May wheat rose 

roportionately, also going up to 3 sents 

igher than Saturday’s close, and closing at 
$i oo the highest figure for the day being 

The rapid‘advance in prices extended to the 
floor ef the Coffee Exehange, and all deliveries 
went up rapidly yesterday. The market opened 
very strong and excited, owing to very heavy 
pecdrg § by European houses. The epening sales 
were from 45 to 90 points in advance of Satur- 
day’s closing quotations, and although there 
was later on a decline of about 25 points from 
these figures owing to a very heavy supply the 
market later became stronger and closed very 
ateady. News was cabled yesterday of a very 
rapid advance in Havre, France, where theres 
supposed to be acoffee corner. September deliv- 
ery rose 55 points, Octeber 60 points, and all 
the other months 45 points. 

On aceount of heavy prices in the Cotton Ex- 
ehange: one of its members, William Lawrence 
Williams, was forced to anneunce that he was 
unable to meet his obligations. Mr. Williams 
has been in business en the floor of the Cotton 
Exchange for about two years, and his friends 
beliscved his bank account te be sufficiently 
large tocarry him through his ventures. His 
liabilities are net known, but they are said to be 
small, and some of his friends believe he will be 
able to bridge ever his ditiiculties. It was said 
at the Exchange yesterday that the recent 
fluctuations had caused many serious losses 
and that quite a number of brokers had been all 
butcempelled te suspend. Cotton rose yester- 
day from 8 to 14 points, caused by continued 
rains in the South, coupled with news ofa sharp 
advance in Liverpoel. The total sales were 
127,000 bales.

LIQUOR DEALERS INVITE THEIR OPPO- 
NENTS TO THEIR CONVENTION. 

The annual convention of the National 
Protective Association, which is composed of 
the leading wine and spirit merchants and im- 
porters of the United States, and which is to be 
held in Chickering Hall on Sept. 11 and 12, will 
hold open sessions and invite the public to par- 
tieipate in the discussions, in order that the 


members ef the association may have an epper- 
tunity ie answering the arguments of their op- 
ponen 

Charles MoK. Loeser, editor of the organ of the 
association, said yesterday that the object of the 
convention was to put into effect the views of 
the best element in the wine and spirit trade as 
te the proper methed of carrying on their busi- 
ness. The association, he said, approves of the 
broadest restrictions that can be carried into 
effect as a governing influence over the liquor 
traffic, without promoting illicit selling, which 
always follows any measure nearly approach- 
ing prohibitien. It was a fact, he said, that the 
association would at the coming annual con- 
vention declare itself to be in favor of temper- 
ance, because it was my tent that every man 
who gets drunk injures the trade. 

Another gentleman who is closely identified 
with the imterests of the National Protective 
Association said: ‘‘You must not confound us 
with the Wine, Liguor, aud Beer Dealers’ Asse- 
ciation of the State of New-Yerk, which is so 
strenuously working to secure the renemination 
of David BK. Hill as Governor of New-York. 
Ours is a national organization of wine and 
spirit merchants, and we have nothing to do 
with the lower class of retailers who dabble in 
politics. Our entire object is to secure legisla- 
tien that will promote the interests of temper- 
ance as well as of the trade, but we have 
nothing whatever to do with the advocacy of 
candidates. The members of our association 
are about equally divided between the two 

Treat parties, and we are not united as a polit- 
ee organization, except as the common foe of 
the Probibitionists. 6 are aware that the 
State associatien of liquor dealers isa unit for 
Hill, but we de not intend to support their 
measures in rm 4 ia i 

The Hon. John M. Atherton of Kentucky is 
to preside at the convention, and will undoubt- 
edly be elected #8 President of the association 
for another year. 





FAILURE OF A FUR HOUSS. 
Charles Altman, marzufacturer of furs at 645 
Broadway, has failed and the Sheriff has taken pos- 
session ,of the store on aconfessed judgment for 
$7,516 in favor of B. Magen & Brother, and an al- 


lotment of $6,000 in faver of 8S. & D. Novetzky. It 
is said there is Af little stock left in the store. A 
creditor, through the Coroner, yesterday replevened 
about $2,000 worth of goods. r. Altman has been 
in business since 1875, and about 15 months ago 
showed @ surplus of $34,000, claiming assets of 
$58,729. He was then a stockholder in the Birming- 
ham Plane Company of Birmingham, Conn., to the 
extent of $5,700. Business has. nm poor for some 
time past, prices were very low, and competition 
strong. Herman Joseph, the attorney in the mat- 
ter, said yesterday that the liabilities were about 
$50,060, and assets probably $25,000, mostly in ac- 
counts outstanding. 


LOST HER OAPTAIN AT SEA. 
The ship L. J. Morse of Bangor, which left 
Calcutta 125 days ago for New-York, arrived yes- 
terday in commana of First Officer Willett. Capt. 
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‘GENERAL AND SPECIFIC DENIALS BY 
THE COMBINED COMPANIES. 

Such of the defendants as had been 
served in the case against the Sugar Trust for 
the forfeiture ef the charters of the combined 
companies, and their dissolution, filed their 
answers yesterday. The Boston companies and 
John E. Parsons had not been served in time 
for the present term of the Supreme Court, and 
their answers were not therefore filed. 

Such of the answers as were filed confine 
themselves to the general and specific denial of 
the charges made in the complaint against the 
companies, but this was to have been expected, 
and it merely puts the people upon their proof, 
which 1s said to be ample. The answer of Henry 
O. Havemeyer, John E. Searles, Jr., and John 
Jurgensen, impleaded with F. O. Matthiessen 
and others, denies that they have ever acted as 
& corporation or exercised the rights of a cor- 


poration, er that they ‘‘have usurped, or that 
they still do usurp, upon the plaintiffs the rights, 
privileges, and franchises in the complaint set 
ferth, or otherwise,” and it asks that as to these 
defendants the complaint may be dismissed 
with costs. 

The answer of the North River Sugar Refining 
Company is longer ana deals at length with the 
allegations made against it in the complaint. 
“It denies that for the purpose ef establishing 
or maintaining a monopoly of the manufacture 
and sale of sugar, or of centrolling the market, 
diminishing the production or enhancing the 
price of sugar. or for any other purpose, or at 
all, it at any time combined with the other 
defendants to do any of the things charged in 
the complaint. It denies that there has been 
any combination, confederation, or agreement 
between i¢ and the other refineries or firms as 
charged, or that it or any of the other defend- 
ants assigned or transferred their capital stock 
to the Sugar Refineries Company or received in 
return certifieates of stock in the Sugar Re- 
fineries Company. It denies that the Sugar 
Refineries Company dominates or regulates at 
will the production or price of refined sugar in 
the State of New-York or elsewhere, or that it 
has or does arbitrarily limit or diminish such 
production or price; it also denies that it bas 
violated the law or abused its powers or that it 
has forfeited its charter or become liable to be 
dissolved. ; 

“The owners of corporate stock of this de- 
fendant,” it says, ‘‘and of other sugar refining 
companies, have assigned and transferred their 
stock to the said persons called the Sugar Re- 
fining Company. They hold the stock so as- 
signed and transfererd te them in joint tenancy. 
This defendant denies that, by such assignment 
or transfer, the said board acquired or that it 
exercises absolute control or direction of the 
active management and business of defendant 
and said other eompanies. The stockholders of 
the defendant have such powers and authority 
as is eonferred by law; they neither have nor 
exercise any other power or authority.” 

It denies that it has entered into any such 
agreement as is set forth.in the complaint, in 
either the third, fourth, fifth, or sixth eauses of 
action, and says that it has not during 1888 
been engaged in active business. Its property 
consists of its sugar refinery, which was con- 
demned prior to 1888 for use as a public park. 
Until it has been paid for its refinery it has no 
money With which to construct a refinery or 
carry on active business elsewhere. It could 
not carry on business in the old refinery except 
atlarge expense, and for thatreason the de- 
fendant has, since December, 1887, been pre- 
vented from the actual refining of sugar. 


THE MUD FLATS PROBLEM. 
LITTORAL ACCRETIONS PUZZLE A NEW- 
JERSEY LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE. 

The testimony taken thus far in the in- 
quiry by the New-Jersey legislative committee 
as tothe proper distribution to be made of the 
mud flats on the Jersey City and Bayonne shore 
fronts, so as to convert them into some practi- 
cable use, poiats rather toward asystem of 
trestles and wet piers. State Senator Edwards, 
who is Chairman of the committee, said yester- 
day that they had taken an immense ameunt of 
testimony and hoped to conclude their investi- 
gations soon. The projeet of filling in seems to 
be impracticable because the expense would be 


something monstreus, and the results would be 
disastrous to New-York Bay as a harbor. 

The object of filling in would be, first, to 
bring the shore front up to deep water, and 
second, the reclamation of valuable land. The 
Hudson channel, which forms the line of deep 
water, extends from the Reading pier across to 
Ellis Island to Liberty Island to Robbin’s Reef 
Lighthouse and thence to Constable Hook. The 
area within this demarkation is somewhat over 
4,000 acres, or nearly a8 great as the present 
area of Jersey City. The Pennsylvania Rail- 
‘road has spert millions ef dollars on its dock, 
which is built out only about 2,500 feet, and to 
reach deep water weuld have to go out 2,500 
feet more, so that Senator Edwards believes, 
basing his calculatiens upon this outlay, that to 
reclaim the entire flats would cost a fabulous 
sum. But this is not all. 

The statements of experts before the commit- 
tee have developed a condition of things which 
is not only new in its aspect, but which makes 
the whole subjeet one of vital interest to this 
entire port. It is a well-known fact that the 
Hudson River, centrary te the natural law of 
tributaries, instead of discharging itself into 
the sea, is fed by this body of water, andin the 
process an immense sediment is carried 
inte New-York Bay, whieh is deposited 
on the mud flats by the eddy that is 
created. The engineers fear that if the flats are 
filled in this sediment will be deposited intu the 
Swash Channel, or the channel ef deep water 
forming the bed of the river, so that in time the 
deep water of the projected shore front would 
not enly disappear, but this sediment would 
eventually form bars in the Narrows that would 
make the entrance to New-York Harbor an im- 
possibility. 

Prof. Cook, State Geologist, who holds a deed 
to Oyster Island and Robbin’s Reef, er the strip 
of submerged bank of the Swash Channel from 
Liberty Island to Robbin’s Reef, appeared be- 
fore; the committee a few days ago and submit- 
ted a picture of his ground, taken in 1670, at 
which time all that strip was above water and 
had growing trees upon it. The eddy has worn 
it down and deposited 1t over the territory of 
mud flate. 

Senator Edwards would not express an opin- 
ion as to what be thoug it would be the best dis- 
position to make'of ihe flats, but said the gen- 
eral fecling now seemecu to be in favor of a sys- 
tem of trestles and wet docks, with cut chan- 
nels for the entrance of heavy ships. The Jer- 
sey Central has something of this kind, their 
dock being built out a considerable distance, 
from which a channel haé been cut into the 
Swash Channel of the Hudson. The Swash 
Channel is very well defined. Within the line 
the weer of water is three to four feet, and 
then there isa precipitous declivity, the water 
10 feet further out being fully 26 feet deep. 

The committee will meet again on Bept. 27, 
when it ia the intention of the committee to 
have Government engineers present to teatify 
as to the resulta of a change of current. 





FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION MEETING. 

Two years ago an association of firemen, 
including membership from allever the United 
States and Canada, was organized in this city. 
It now numbers some 13,000 members and is 
eonceded to be the largest firemen’s organiza- 
tion in the world. Its second annual convention 
was begun here yesterday, some 25 delegates 
being present, in Room 74 at the Astor House, 
where it will probably continue for several 
days, as business of an important financial 
character is te be considered. It has been re- 
ported in fire circles for a number ef months 
that the financial affairs of the order have been 
allowed to drift into a chaotic atate. The Secre- 
tary, although the association had a regularly 
elected Treasurer, has received all moneys and 
has made disbursements, and his report, read at 
the convention yesterday, showed that there are 
a large number of outstanding biils which there 
is no money on hand to pay. 

Alively discussion was threatened, but de- 
bate for the pregent was cut off by the appoint- 
meut of a special committee to examine the 
statement and report te the convention to-day. 
The convention also declined to accept the res- 
ignation of T. A, Raymond, the Secretary, until 
the report is “— upon. Thegresignations of 
President C. B. Bradley, First Vice-President 
H. H. Mitchell, and Historian W. R. Weeks were 

accepted. Mr. Weeks, in submitting his final 
report, criticised the Seeretary for handling and 
disbursing the funds without authority and 
strongly urged a reconstruction of the order.

A loan of $5,000,000 has practically been 
negotiated in England, and the first installment 
of capital is expected daily. The company has 
been incorporated in this State and New-Jersey 
since May, 1873, and about $2,000,000 has 
already been expended for tunnel work.

ew-Jersey and New-York shores respectively. 

tis thought that twe years will be required to 
complete the mest advanced underground chan- 
nel, and it is estimated that $10,000,000 will 
cover the cost of the tunnel exclusive of ap- 
proaches. The points in the two cities where the 
tunnel work proper will terminate are the foot 
of Fifteenth-street, Jersey City, and the foot of 
Morton-street, this eity. 

Among the original eapitalists interested in 
the enterprise were William M. Force of New- 
Jersey, the late L. C. Fowler of California, and 
Senator Jones of Nevada. Some of the active 
men in the scheme now are Trenor W. Park, D. 
O. Mills, William Martin, Fred B. Jennings, 
Charles G. Francklyn, and Gen. J. C. MeCullogh. 
The Trustee of the company in the city is the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company. The eonds 
of the corporation issued abroad are called first 
mortgage 5 per cent., with gold security. I[n- 
terest is guaranteed up to Jan. 1, 1893, The 
English Trustees are Lord Balyour, Reginald A. 
Capel of the Great Northern Railway, 
Claude J. Hamilton of the Great Eastern 
Railway, Alexander Hubbard of the Great 
Western Railway, J. B. Kendall of the Railway 
Investment Company, and Major-Gen. ‘H. Rivers 
of the Great India Peninsular Railway Company. 
It has beon announced in England that the tun- 
nel will be eompleted under the supervision of 
Sir John Fowler and Benjamin Baker, engineers 
ofthe Forth Bridge. The latter has made a 
careful inspection of the work, and it is entirely 
satisfactory. 

Among the facts represented to capitalists on 
the other side are these: The charge for passen- 
ger traffie through the tunnel will be 5 cents 
per head, and estimating ona basis ‘of 30 per 
cent. of the passengers and 5 per cent. of the 
freight now crossing the North River as the 
business of the tunnel, its projectors figure out 
a net profit of more than three times the 
amount required to pay the interest on the 
whole amount of bonds proposed to be issued. 





10 TAKE ITS MONEY HOME. 


PIRES OORT 
THE TROUBLES OF THE FIRE INSURANCE 
COMPANY OF LONDON. 

It is likely that the Fire Insurance Com- 
pany of London will withdraw from business 
in this country at an early date, and that the 
surplus of over $390,000 will be utilized in 
replenishing the funds of the home office of 
the company in London. The company has 
not been a paying institution, so far as the 
European business was concerned, since its 
organization. It has met with numerous heavy 
losses, which have kept up a constant drain 
onthe treasury, amounting to more than the 
net income. The concern was started origin- 
ally with a capital of £1,000,000 one-fourth 


of which was paid up. By a _ succession 
of reverses a arge portion of this surplus 
was consumed, and when it was de- 
cided seme years ago to establish a branch 
in this country, a reorganization was 
effected with a capital stock of £900,000, only 
£150,000 being paid up. When tne branch was 
establisned here a large business was done, and 
finaily the company had 1,000 agencies in vari- 
ous partsof theeountry. It did not pay, how- 
ever, and Theodore W. Letton, manager of the 
Western department, was called to New-York 
to assume absolute control ef the United States 
branch of the eoncern. Mr. Letton immediately 
went to work reducing the number of agencies, 
abolishing all that were not more than self- 
sustaining, and succeeded in reducing the rep- 
resentation to 500 agencies. The United States 
branch then began to pay. 

Mr, Letton said yesterday that he believed 
the prospects of continued suceess in the United 
States were very bright, but that it was the in- 
tention to reinsure all.the business here ifa 
satisfactory price could be obtained, and to use 
the surplus for the home business, which cen- 
tinues to lose money. The Oregon business of 
the company has already been reinsured, and 
the deposit, about $63,000, remitted to the 
home office for use there. It is also suggested 
that the Canada business be reinsured ard the 
oo hie accruing therefrom sent back to Eng- 


and. 

David Lawrie of London, President of the 
company, is in the city nowte look after the 
affairs of the concern. ‘lo a TIMES reporter yes- 
terday he said: “The affairs of the company 
are not in a bad condition by any means, though 
it is true we have met with several severe 
losses. It Tcan make suitable terms I will re- 
Insure our business here and use the United 
States surplus in the home office. It is true 
that the United States branch, under the care- 
ful management of Mr. Letton, is om a good pay- 
ing basis, but we believe that the money could 
be used by the home office to better advantage 
just now than it could be here.” 





HE SHOT PROMISOCUVOUSLY. 

Three men were seriously wounded, one 
probably fatally, during a fight in Felix Car- 
rao’s saloon at Third-avenue and Sixty-fifth- 
street, New-Utrecht, late on Monday night. 
Annie Norwalk, who is a waltress in the saleon, 
was the cause of the row. She was dancing 
with Lawrence Gulli, an Italian, when John 
Jacobson and his brother Bertram entered with 


Frederick Christian, a friend. The latter acci- 
dentally collided with Gulli and made some re- 
mark to the Norwalk woman. She immediately- 
tried to leave her partner and go with Christian, 
but the Italian drew his revolver and fired 
at Christian. The ball ertered Christian’s 
shoulder and he fell to the floor. Before Gulli 
could fire again John Jacebson threw himself 
in the way and got a bullet in his left breast 
that will probably kill him. Then his brether 
interfered, and Gullishot himin the right side, 
and made his escape. 

The wounded men were removed to St. Peter’s 
Hospital, where it was found that John Jacob- 
son’s wound was the only dangerous one. He 
may, however, recover. Yesterday the police 
arrested Guili and Justice Church of New- 
Utrecht held him for examination. He denied 
being present, but the wounded men identified 
him. He is a builder, living at 234 Forty-eighth- 
street, Brooklyn. The Jacobsons live at 69 
President-street, while Christian’s residence is 
not known,

Col. R. E. Peyton, who takes great inter- 
est in the celebration of anniversaries of great

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JURY SERVIOK DEFECTS. | 


MAYOR HEWITT CALLS THE CORPORA-% 

TION COUNSEL’S ATTENTION TO THEM. 

Mayor Hewitt was full of energy yester- 
day after his two days’ rest. He devoted a few 
minutes after his arrival at hie effice to explain- 
‘ing why the flags were not floating above the 
City Hall on Labor Day. “If anybody had 
asked me to order the flag to be hoisted,” said 
he, “I would have dene se. Nothing was said 
to me. I went out of town Saturday and 
thought nothing about, it.” 

Then the Mayorrushed over to the office of 
the Commissioner of Jurors and, with Reeorder 
Smith, Judge Gildersleeve, Judge Cowing, Judge 
Martine, and Commissioner Reilly, engaged in 
the work of selecting Grand Jurors for the year 


beginning Oct. 1. After spending ar hour in 
looking over the lists ef names he returned te 
his office and, having the subject of jurers in 
mind, a@dressed a letter te Corporation Counsel 
Beekman, in which he inelesed the report of 
the Commissioners of Accounts upon the trans- 
actions of the Commissiener of Jurers, and 
called attention to the fact that they had dis- 
covered nothing in or about the office that indl- 
catea want of integrity in the management of 
its affairs, but made eertain recommendations 
in reference te the management of the 
office, some of whieh will require legisla 
tion and others might be carried into ef- 
fect by a friendly understanding between 
the Sheriff’s office ana that of the Commissioner 
of Jurors. He also directed attention to the 
“extraordinary faet” that out of the total num- 
ber of jurors on thelist for the year 1887-8, 
amount to 24,019, only 8,968 actually per- 
formed duty; that there were excused and dis- 
charged by the court 9,701 persons; that 2,017 
persons neither served nor were excused, dis- 
eharged, or fined, and that of the number fined, 
3,333, 3,018 were relieved by the action of the 
Commissioner, so that only 315, or less than 10 
per cent. of the total number, were actually 
subjected to any fine. The fines imposed 
amounted to $29,850, but of the total amount 
only 25 persons paid fines, amounting in the ag- 
gregate to $1,475. The amount appropriated by 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment for 
the support of the office is $20,700; the amount 
collected and paid over to the Controller is 
$2,489 18 forthe years 1885, 1886, 1887, and 
1888, being an average of less than $700 per 
annum. 

These results,” the Mayor proceeded, ‘‘ preve 
that a reform is needed in the bureau, and 
probably in the legislation which directs its 
operations, I therefore submit to you the recom- 
mendations of the Commissioners of Accounts, 
with the request that yore will report to me how 
far in your judgment the amendments proposed 
to the existing law will impreve the system, and 
that you will make such other suggestiens for 
the better organization of the department as 
may occur to you, particularly with reference to 
the imposition of fines and the collection of the 
amounts which ought to reach the public Treas- 
ury.” 

In eonclusion the Mayor said that it seemed 
to him that the intervention of the Sheriff's of- 
fice to serve jury notices was unnecessary, and 
that the duty of notifying jurors would be bet- 
ter performed if it were delegated to the Com- 
missioner of Jurors, whose business it is to col- 
lect the fines.

p JUSTICE’ O'BRIEN REFUSES ‘DISTRICT? AS--

IN FAVOR OF JAMES QUINN. 


SEMBLY NO. 49 AN INJUNCTION. 
Justice O’Brien gave judgment yesterday * 
in the ease of Breslin against Quinn, in which. 
application was made for an injunction by the 
plaintiff in behalf of District Assembly No. 49, 
Knights of Labor, of which he is Treasurer, to 
restrain James Quinn, who held the office ef 
Master Workman in the assembly, from exer- 
eising the duties of the office and to compel him 
to turn over to the assembly the property he 
beeame possessed of at the time of his election. 
The defendant claims title to the office and 
questions the validity of the preceedings lead- 
ing up to his removal from the office. Justice 
O’Brien in his judgment says that a temporary 
injunctien will not be granted when the equities 
of the complaint are denied, and where upon 
the law and facts there le serious doubt as to 
the plaintiff's ultimate success in the action. 
It is doubtful if a court of equity has juriadic- 
tion to try and determine title to ottice either 
directly or indirectly, or incidentally to grant 
an injunction in aid and execution of such trial 
determination. 

“Although,” says the Justice, ‘*a quo warranto 
is the usual remedy to try title to office, it may 
be true that such a remedy is not available to 
try title to office in a voluntary incorporated 
association, such a preceeding being seemingly 
limited to cases enumerated in section 1,948 of 
the code. However difiicult the law may be 
upon the a that defendant was rightly 
removed and thatthe decision of the associa- 
tion tribunal is final and conclusive here, still 
it is conceded by the cemplaint that defendant 
is in possession, exercising the functions and 
powers of the office, and it is doubtful if equity 
can, even though defendant be in the 
wrong, enjoin him from the exercise 
of such functions. A Similar doubt 
exists in my mind as to whether a court of 
equity can grant the other relief asked fer, 
namely, a mandatory injunction compelling de- 
fendant to deliver certain books and personal 
property.” 

The judgment in conclusion said it might be 
that upon the triai, when all the facts were pre- 
sented more fully than would be done in afii- 
davits, and upon a showing that the law was de- 
ficient in supplying a remedy, some equitable 
Learns per or precedent would be invoked to war- 
rant the interference of a court of equity. But 
upon the facts presented by the affidavits upon 
the law and the authorities, a preliminary in- 
junction, the Judge deeidea, should not be 
granted, and denied the motion, with costs to 
abide the event. 

The report that the Trustees of District As- 
setably No. 49 would apply for the appointment 
of a Receiver to take charge of the affairs of 
Pythagoras Hall is stil: causing considerable 
excitement among the Knights of that organi- 
zation. The anti-Quinn party say they do not 
see what else can be done under the present eir- 
cumstances, when the organization is split by 
internecine strife. Very little money is coming 
in on account of the fight, and something muat 
be done to meet the payments of the interest on 
the mortgage on the building. James E. Quinn 
says there is no necessity fer any Receiver, as 
the interest ean be easily paid. 

Last evening the Board of Trustees held a 
meeting at Pythagoras Hall, but they soon ad- 
journed. The anti-Quinn men said that Quinn 
tried to squeeze two illegal members into the 
board, and they would not have it. In view of 
Judge O’Brien’s deeision Mr. Quinn will take 
steps to regain peasession ef his office in Pythaz- 
oras Hall and of the building.

It was 
unlooked for because Van Orden, who is 55 
years old, had been in the yard for 25 years 


and although a stanch Republican, was re- 
garded as a fixture. It was not until the 
investigating committee now at work 
in the yard reached Van Orden’s depart- 
ment that he seamed to scare. The 
cemmittee soon ascertained that Van Orden, 
whose salary is only $4 a day, lived in a hand- 
some brownstone house at 644 Putnam-avenue, 
and that his family expenses were very heavy. 
Paymaster Allen set about to discover the 
source of Receiver Van Orden’s weulth, and 
succeeded so admirably that yesterday United 
States Commissioner Bellows issued a warrant 
for Van Orden’s arrest on a charge of grand 
larceny. 

For over 10 years, it is claimed, Van Orden 
has been in the habit of taking cloth from the 
department, having it cut by the Government 
cutter, and made up outside the yara by varieus 
women. These women were paid by Van Orden 
outof hisown pocket. He would then direct 
the clerks not te enter the suits thus made on 
the books, and would sell them and pocket the 
cash. Paymaster Allen obtained affidavits from 
a Mrs. Leslie, one of the women who made up 
eloth for Van Orden, and another from a clerk 
named Rays in Van Orden’s department. Rays 
had frequently been ordered by Van Orden not 
to enter on the books certain transaetions with 
Mra. Leslie, ’ 

Van Orden learned of the discoveries made on 
Thursday last and left. He sent word that he 
was ill. Yesterday word was received from 
Washington that Van Orden’s resignation was 
athband. Admiral Gherardi sent to Van Orden’s 
house, but no response eeuld be obtained to re- 
peated rings at the bell. A neighbor told Den 
uty Marshal Biggert last night that Van Orden 
left town on Saturday last. 





BXPERT SHOPLIFTERS ARRESTED. 

The police of the Union Market station 
arrested a quartet of shoplifters—two men and 
two women—on Monday night, after a watch of 
several weeks. All lived at 234 Rivington- 


street, and belonged toa gang of shoplifters 
which was broken up about six months ago.
